They must 
all realise that unless there was some adjust- 
ment between local rates and State contribn- 
tion no substantial reduction in local rates 
was possible. 


LAND ANNUITIES. 


With regard to banking, the whole situa- 
tion had changed, and some scheme must be 
devised to help out of their difficulties men 
who had borrowed money and were being 
pressed by the banks. Referring to the 
Currency and Agricultural Credit Acts, he 
said that, if agriculture -was to be developed, 
cheap money must be provided. They wanted 
long term loans on reasonable terms. 

While all agreed that the farmer must meet 
his liabilities under the Land Act, he must 
under the present wave of depression get 
help, and, if possible, reductions should be 
made in the annuities. The question of pro- 
tection was a controversial one, and the Pro- 
visional Committee; while accepting the prin- 
ciples of protection, insist that in any scheme 
of national protection that may be imposed 
an equitable equilibrium be given between 
field, factory and workshop. 

There was plenty of room in the country 
for an organisation like theirs, and with a 
strongly united pull they could bring agricul- 
ture round to normal again. 

Mr. P. Belton, Hon. Secretary, read a re- 
port in which it was stated that the in- 
augural meeting of the League took place last, 
August. The proposals drafted by the Stand- 
ing Committee received wide publicity, and 
letters approving of them were received from 
all parts. 


THE DISCUSSION. 


A discussion tock place as to the pro- 
gramme and policy submitted by a Pro- 
visional Executive. 

The Chairman moved a resolution to the 
efiect that the League be non-party, and 
that its membership be open to all interested 
in the safeguarding and development of 
agriculture. 

The resolution was passed. 

A motion to the effect that bank debts be 
taken over by the State either at present 
valuation, or at a valuation measured in gold 


at the time the debt was incurred, was 
referred to the Executive. 
A suggestion was agreed to that there 


should be an amendment of the Currency and 
Agricultural Credit Act, so as tu give profits 
on consolidated note issue to agriculture 
instead of to the hanks, and thereby create 
a capital sum of £6,000,000 for agricultural 
credits at 2 per cent. 

A motion was referred to the Executive in 
favour of an amendment of the Land Act of 
1923, so as to make interest in lieu of rent 
payable under this Act interest on purchase 
price at 44 per cent. 

Mr. L. J. Dalton, ex-T.D., spoke at length 
on national protection and fiscal policy, and 
argued in favour of prvtection. He said that 
the reason why the tariffs imposed by the 
Government were not a success was because 
the Government did not “devote the revenue 
received towards the assistance of the pro- 
tected industries. 

One of the reasons they supported the 
Treaty was because they saw in the protection 
poliey an opportunity for building up the 
éis and keeping the people at home, but 
the carrying through of that policy om the 
lines adopted hy the Government was cer- 
tainly not improving the country. 


The matter was referred to.the Executive.

The difficulties which confronted the De- 
partment of Posts and Telegraphs in connec 
tion with this scheme have been largely over- 
and it is likely that plans of a nature 
satisfactory to the public will be an- 
nounced shortly. The question of wave 
length. is one in which listeners to the 
Daventry transmissions are keenly interested. 
I do not know what the proposed wave 
length of the new Irish high-power station 
will be, but I am sufficiently confident in the 
good sense of the Irish engineers in charge of 
the scheme that it- will not be in conflict with 
other stations which would be likely to inter- 
fere. Not that the wave length question is 
one which is decided by individual govern- 
ments. It is not. Such questions come under 
the direct control of the International Union 
of Radiophony, which body governs the wave 
lengths of the European countries coming 
within its membership. If once the minds of 
Irish listeners can be eased on this point I 
have no doubt that there will be a whole- 
hearted response to any appeal made in sup- 
port ef the new high-power station. 


THE FREE STATE PROGRAMMES. 


Mr. Heffernan also dealt briefly with the 
programme question. He outlined some ideas 
which would be incorporated in the Free 
State programmes in the coming months. We 
are to have a number of concerts by the 
Dublin Philharmonie Society, and I under- 
stand that the symphony concerts which 
were broadcast with so much success last 
season will be continued. 

This is all to the good. If a consistently 
good programme service is built up the num- 
ber of licences will quickly grow.

WORK IN THE. FREE 
STATE. 


(By “An Amateur Tranemitter:”) 


EADERS of the Jrish Times may re- 
member paragraphs which appeared 
in March and May last, describing how 
Dublin amateur wireless enthusiasts, using 
apparatus of their own construction, 
succeeded in establishing two-way com- 
munication with Australia and . New 
Zealand. A short time afterwards one of 
these amateurs was asked by a friend, who 
had read the paragraphs referred to, 
“Did you hear Australia?” Obviously, 
the fact that not only had Australia been 
heard, but that signals from the Dublin 
amateur had been heard in Australia, was 
lost upon him. 

This suggested to the writer that there 
must be a great many people who have 
never even heard of amateurs or théir 
work, and are unaware that a number of 
them are engaged in conducting eXperi- 
ments in various parts of the Irish Free 
State, nearly a dozen being in or near 
Dublin. Of course, there are people who, 
having built short-wave receivers, have 
heard these experimental transmissions,

the work of amateurs being thus brought. 


to their notice. It is hoped that these 
few lines inay show the remainder what 
amateurs are, and what they are doing. 

In the first place, amateurs are not 
merely people who have a sudden desire 
to work a transmitter, buy one and pro- 
ceed to use it. They have to pass an 
examination in Morse, sendin« and receiv- 
ing, and to satisfy the authorities that 
they have the necessary qualifications be- 
fore they are allowed to start trans- 
mitting. When this stage has been passed 
suceessfully, the apparatus may be oon- 
structed, and a considerable amount of 
work is entailed in this, as well as in the 
design of serials. The average aerial, as 
used for broadcast reception, is of very 
little use for transmission, and Irish 
amateurs have shown great originality in 
this direction. 


LONG AND SHORT WAVES. 


Experiments are carried out on wave- 
lengths beiow 200 metres, but chiefly on 
45 and 23 metres. One of the peculiarities 
of these short wave-lengths is that low- 
power signals travel immense distances. 
For instance, in last March a Dublin 
amateur was in two-way communication 
with an Australian station, while using 
only 4 watia input power. The power of 
the Dublin Broadcasting Station, 2RN, is 
1, kilowatts, or 1,500 watts, and the 
greatest distance at which it has been 
heard, so far as the writer knows, is in 
the United States. This should give 
veaders an idea of the difference between 
long and short waves. 

With such low-power, communication is 
not always possible, but it is, neverthe- 
less, not a freak. Even with much greater 
power, say 200 watts, it is not always 
possible. Short-wave signals are greatly 
influenced by weather, the seasons, day- 
light, and many other things, so that 
signals from Dublin may be received at 
loud-speaker strength in England to-day, 
and may be inaudible to-morrow, if condi- 
tions change. A most important factor in- 
fluencing signals is that known as the 
“ skip effect.” After nightfall, especially 
in winter, it is almost impossible to com- 
municate with stations at distances of 
about ten to 300 miles. At the same 
time it is possible to work with stations 
beyond 300, and, perhaps, as far as 5,000 
miles, using ten watts. This skipping 
over near } laces is not so noticeable in 
summer, but is present to some extent. 

On 23 metres most of the long-distance 
work has been done. During the past 
nine months working has been effected be- 
tween the Irish Free State and Australia, 
New Zealand, the Pacific Coast of America 
—one of the most difficult places to reach 
by wireless—Brazil, Arabia, and as far 
south in Africa as Kenya Protectorate, 
confirmation having been received by mail 
in every case’ In spite of all this, no 
Free State amateur has yet worked with 
England on 23 metres, on account of the 
‘skip effect,” which is always present, 
day and night, on this wave. Only a few 
reports of weak reception in England have 
been received. 


AMONG THE PIONEERS. 


Short-wave work has only been going 
on in the Free State for about three years, 
and in this short space of time some re- 
markable results have been obtained. At 
the present time Dublin amateurs are 
starting work on eight metres, and in this 
they are among the pioneers of the world. 
Very little eight-metre work has been done 
in any part of the world, and it is prob- 
able that some singular results will be 
forthcoming during the next few months. 

In the future short waves will be of the 
utmost imoertance for long-distance work, 
as indeed they are now, both for com- 
mercial and broadcasting stations. It is 
io this end that amateurs are working 
and endeavouring to elucidate the pro- 
blems mentioned above, as well as many 
others. It is a significant fact that at the 
recent International Conference, held at 


Washington certain wave-lengths were 
set apart for the exclusive use of 
amateurs. This shows that amateurs are 
worthy of recognition, and that their 


jioneer work is of no little importance. 

Co-operation is the keynote of success in 
short-wave work, as in anything else. 
Anyone interested in short waves is a 
friend of auyone else who has a similar 
interest. The fact that an amateur in 
Dublin hears signals from one in the 
furthest part of the world is sufficient in- 
troduction for them to become the best of 
“ radio ” friends, and to carry out many 
useful experiments.

Portumna Castile. 


I hope it is true that Princess Mary 
and Viscount Lascelles are about to 
restore the anciént Tudor castle at 
Portumna, 


Portumna has been associated for cen- 
turics with the great Norman-Irish clan 
of de Burgh, or Burke. It should not be 
forgotten that Princess Mary, as well as 
her husband, hag.also de Burgh blood in 
her veins. 

The’ Manor of Portumna was granted by 
Henry 11. to Richard de Burgo, Earl of 
Ulster, who built a strong castle on the 
river bank. The castle and manor 
descended to Lionel Duke of Clarence on 
his marriage with Elizabeth de Burgo, 
daughter of William de Burgo, Earl of 
Ulster, then passing by marriage to the 
Mortimers, Earls of March, and subse- 
quently to the Earls of “lanricarde, to 
whom it was confirmed in 1610. 

The Tudor castle, which it is proposed 
to restore, has seen many stirring events 
in Irish history. The famous Earl oí 
Strafford held a council there in 1634 to 
establish the King’s title to Connaught 
lands, and when he was defied by the 
sheriff and jurors, sent them all as 
prisoners to Dublin Castle. 

The fifth Earl of Clanricarde, who suc- 
ceeded the Duke of Ormond as Lord 
Deputy, held the castle against General 
Ludlow, one of the regicides, and again 
the castle was garrisoned by the troops of 
King James IT. 

The castle was accidentally destroyed 
by fire in 1826. the older Norman castle 
having been taken down several years 
earlier. á 

The stately Tudor architecture is very 
uncommon in Ireland, and of the little 
that remains few castles are inhabited. 

Apart from the financial gain that 
would accrue to County Galway and the 
adjacent counties, it would help to restore 
historical continutty in a county that 
claims to take a vivid interest in its past 
history, but is not always able to sub- 
stantiate the claim. 


Ghe Leinster. 


A correspondent writes:—The 10th of 
October recalls to my mind that it is just 
a decade since the ill-fated Leinster was 
ruthlessly destroyed: by a submarine off 
the Kish. Those of us who were 
Dublin on that dreadful day will never 
forget the horror and tense excitement 
that prevailed among all classes. The 
war seemed, as indeed it was, at our 
very doors; but somehow we al] thought 
that the mail boats were invulnerable, 
and when the Leinster went down it came 
as a greater shock. The poor old mail 
boats had entwined themselves into the 
life of Dublin in a way that it is hard 
to realise to-day: 

While in England recently I met one 
of the few survivors who was rescued. He 
is a steward at the Hastings Cricket and 
Tennis Club. It does not seem like ten 
years since this tragedy, and it is hard to 


have since reached man’s estate.

The little play was first published in 
The Dublin Magazine and there attracted 
the attention of Mr. Barrett H. Clark, the 
well-known critic, who is adviser to Messrs. 
French. Mr. Clark was very much taken 
with the little play, and he lost no time 
in securing it for inclusion in his volume, 
and in Messrs. French’s list for amateur 
production. It is possible that this publi- 
cation will lead to the issue of a complete 
edition of Mr. Murray’s plays in America 
similar to that now in process of publica- 
tion in London. 

Several Irish dramatists have plays in- 
cluded in the “- One-Act Plays for Stage 
and Study’’ series, including Lady 
Gregory, Lord Dunsany, Padraic Colum, 
Seumas O’Brien, and now T. C. Murray;

One of the necessities of book advertising 
in the United States now is a quotation 
from the opinion of Ernest Boyd. Since 
his departure from Dublin five or six years 
ago Ernest Boyd has attained a position 
in the literary life of the United States, 
equalled only by H. L. Mencken. Having 
much in common with Mencken, it is but 
natural that he should figure prominently 
in The American Mercury as a vitriolic 
critic of American life and ways. 

Boyd is a splendid hater; he has pro- 
bably a larger number of aversions than 
any other living Irishman, and one of his 
pet hatreds was the United States. At the 
time when the late Woodrow Wilson was 
something of an idol to Europe Boyd 
De his scorn upon the President week 

y week in the columns of a Dublin 
periodical for which he was the anonymous 
expert in foreign affairs. Twenty years 


avo he was writing against ‘‘ The 
Jingoism of the Gael” in the IJrish 
Review, and he has not allowed that 


little hatred to rest since his departure 
from Jreland* with the parting-shot of 
“The Sacred Egoism of Sinn Fein.’’ 
The ‘‘synthetic Gael’’ exercises lis 
attention, in the intervals of translating 
de Maupassant into English and making 
Furopean ‘‘ culture ”’ available to 
Americans. Last year a play adapted by 
him from the French had a considerable 
success on the New York stage, so that 
aliogether Boyd is a very considerable 
person in American letters. Now he is 
being advertised as ‘‘de-bunking Shake- 
speare,’’ whatever that may mean. It 
may be mere depreciation, and for that 
form of “ de-bunking’’ Boyd has a genius 
and a. passion.

O'Flaherty. They have all departed for 
‘* dreamy Brixton,’’ and Dublin is all the 
poorer. They might, however, allow Dublin 
to mourn their loss without pelting mud at 
the mourners for the delectation of Hamp- 
stead Heath. If Dublin must lose such 
interesting and necessary people they 
might at least sacrifice the city without 
making the event into a Saxon holiday. 

Despite Mr. O’Flaherty’s assertion, 
there is a considerable section of the 
population which finds that it is still 
possible to live in Dublin—and work.

Women Motor Cyclists. 


In England women are taking part in 
every branch of motor cycling sport, in- 
cluding even dirt track racing and speed 
events at Brooklands. The Secretary of 
the Motor Cycle Union of Ireland, 
Southern Centre, tells me that the number 
of girls actively engaged in competition 
motor cycling in Ireland is very small. 
He has iss.:ed competition licences to only 
two women this year—Miss B. Coffin 


-Dunean, of Delgany, and Miss K. Hogan, 


of Athy. 

In the North of Ireland only one lady 
rider, Mrs. May Palmer, has been taking 
part regularly in trials this year. Alrs. 
Palmer, however, is an outstanding good 
rider, and ranks amongst the six best 
trials competitors in Ulster. She was the 
first woman motor cyclist to climb Glen- 
gesh Hill, in Co. Donegal, and, generally 
speaking, her trials record is an excellent 
one. 


Non-Competing Ladies. 


There are several lady motor cyclists, 
however, who do not take part in com- 
petition work. During the past two years 
I have noticed a couple of girls in Gros- 
venor square, Rathmines, who ride a 
Royal Enfield machine throughout the 
summer, while in an adjacent thorough- 
fare there is an enthusiastic lady driver 
of a Francis Barnett light-weight. Per- 
haps, the best known, though not by 
name, woman motor cyclist in Dublin is a 
young rider of a Raleigh, who seems to 
use her motor cycle to take her to busi- 
ness every day. She does not wear ugly 
heavy clothing, but the flimsiest of 
dresses, when piloting her machine 
through the city. Miss Fay Taylor, the 
famous English rider, is a Dublin girl and 
an old pupil of Alexandra College. 


Dublin Signs. 


An old friend of mine, having read my 
correspondent’s yvemarks yegarding old 
Dublin signs, told me that she remembered 
well the old Bleeding Horse publichouse. 
which was in the same position --cupied 
by the present building. It would appear 
that the old premises were built with low 
ceilings after the manner of those days, 
and the second storey rooms were 
irequently filled with red-coated soldiers of 
the garrison.

Marigolds. 


On a recent ‘bus drive through some of 
the newer southern suburbs I was struck 
by the wealth of marigolds that adorned 
every small garden. Marigolds, or ‘‘ Mary- 
golds,’’ are said to be in flower on every 
feast day of the Blessed Virgin Mary.

Hortense, in her memoirs, writes: 
“The story of the First Minister, rushing 
wildly into the Queen’s bedroom, and to 
the consternation of those present, ‘all 
covered with leeches,’ lost nothing in the 
telling in the Paris Press!” His appear- 
ance was, however, the means of supplying 
a Jaugh on @ solemn and rather ponderous 
occasion.

Dr. Alfred 
James Andrew Lennane was speaking on 
the merits of flannel underwear, when 
some ingenious person pointed out that 
this Irish physician’s name formed an 
exact anagram of the dictum, ‘‘ Man needs 
aired flannel wear.’’ 

Dr. Lennane, who enjoys a large West 
End practice, is an Ennis man. He is 
well known at the Irish Club, which, by 
the way, was founded in part by his 
brother, the late Mr. Henry Lennane, of 
the British Patent Office, formerly one of 
the most popular figures in Irish London.

Dublin Pipes.

THE ETIOUETTE OF USE, 


- 


(By GERALD BARBOUR.) 
F OR a little while longer Ireland must 


be content to remain an official com- 
ome part of the United Kingdom—at 
east, so far as the Great Seal is con- 
cerned. This precious symbol, guarded 
by the Lord Chancellor, has had many 
‘adventures in its history, and now 
another strange incident must be added 
to its romance. Owing to the illness of 
Mr. Percy Metcalfe, the young Yorkshire 
artist, the completion of the new Great 
Seal on which he was engaged has been 
postponed. This is the Great Seal which 
is to give effect to the new title of King 
George consequent. on the creation of the 


Irish Free State as a_ self-governing 
Dominion. 
There is always a Great Seal in 


existence, but only one; and thus the 
present symbol must be used until its 
successor is ready. Then it will be 
formally ‘‘destroyed’’ by the King at a 
sitting of the Privy Council. The destruc- 
tion is, of course, purely ceremonial ; for 
His Majesty will do no more than touch it 
with a silver and ivory hammer. By that 
act it will cease to be the Great Seal ol 
England, and can be claimed by Lord 
Hailsham, as. Lord Chancellor, as a 
perquisite—that is, if he chooses. 

It is expressly laid down that when an 
order has been made for.a new Great Seal 
on a new reign or on a change in title, 
or of the royal arms, “the fragments of 
the broken seal shall become the fee oi 
the Chancellor.”’ If Lord Cave had lived 
a most interesting little problem of work- 


-manship would have suggested itself to 


many legal minds; for Lord Hailsham 
was not Lord Chancellor when the Irish 
Free State became a Dominion, and a new 
Great Seal became necessary. 


WISDOM OF SOLOMON. 


There is a precedent for this question 
of title, since it arose when William IV. 
came to the throne. Lord Lyndhurst was 
the Lord Chancellor at the time, but when 
the new Great Seal was ready Lord 
Brougham was on the Woolsack. Both 
claimed the old symbol as their perquisite, 
and the King gave a decision which was 
described ‘showing the wisdom of 
Solomon ’’; for it pacified both parties. 
He tossed a coin and invited them to cry 
heads or tails. They did, and Chancellor 
Brougham chose the bottom part. “Now 
then, T employ you as Ministers of State,” 
said the King. “ You will send for my 
silversmith, and desire him to convert the 
two halves each into a salver, with: ms 
arms on one side and yours on the other, 
and Lord Lyndhurst’s the same; and you 
will take one and give him the other, and 
both keep them as a present from me.” 

In the past there have been moments 
in British history when two Great Seals 


as 


have been in existence, but the last 
instance was during the Civil War. Then 
King and Parliament had their rival 


Seals, and through this fact arose the most 
spectacular breaking up ceremony that the 
Great Seal has ever had. It was delivered 
to the Speaker on the orders of Parlia- 
ment immediately after the Restoration, 
and by him laid on the clerk’s table.. The 
silversmith was then summoned, and he 
destroyed the Great Seal of the Common- 
wealth in the presence of the whole House. 


QUICK WORK. 

Once a new Great Seal was engraved 
and made in record time, though probably 
jew craftsmen would agree tliat it could 
have been well and truly done. This was 
after burglars had broken into the House 
of Lord Thurlow, in Bloomsbury, and ha: 
stolen the jewel, together with some silver 
hilted swords ard money. It was 
suspected that behind the robbery was a 
conspiracy to embarrass the King, and a 
“rush order’’ was given, with the result 
that a new Great Seal was delivered on 
the very next day. 

The etiquette of using the Great Seal 
for State documents has been slightly 
simplified, but is still more complicated 
than it was formerly. At one time the 
King gave verbally to the Lord Chancellor 
the instructions on which he issued an 
instrument under the Great Seal. Later 
it became a most elaborate formality. 
The King dictated his wishes to hk 
Private Secretary, who sent them under 
the sign manual to the Keeper of the 
Privy Seal, who, in his turn, passed them 
on under the Privy Seal to the Lord Chan- 
cellor, who then produced the document 
with the Great Seal. To-day the Chan- 
cellor acts on the authority of a Royal 
Warrant, countersigned by a Secretary ol 
State. 

It is forgotten history that, while 
Britain does not yet entertain the notion 
of a woman Lord Chancellor or women 
law officers of the Crown, there were a few 
months in her island story during which 
a woman held the Great Seal. When 
Henry III, went to the wars he appointed 
Queen Eleanor to be Keeper of the Great 
Seal, and she not only held it, but filled 
all the judicial offices associated with it. 
The nation. however, was not to be 
allowed to forget that it had a woman 
Lord Chancellor. While she was sitting 
as a judge she was taken ill, and almost 
immediately afterwards a princess was 
born. Women will always be able to 
claim a precedent for women judges, and 
woman Lord Chancellor; for no

less an authority than Lord Campbell 


felt compelled to include Queen Eleanor in 
his famous records of Lord Chancellors of 


England.

PLANS TO MEET LACK OF 
ACCOMMODATION. 


From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Tuesday. 

Further efforts to meet the lack of accom- 
modation in public hospitals in Cork were 
outlined at to-day’s meeting of the Com- 
mittee of Management of the North Infirmary 
here. 

The Very Rev. Canon O'Sullivan, who pre 
sided, explained that a suggestion had heen 
made that they should take over Skiddy’s 
Home, a charitable institution for old women. 
adjacent to the infirmary, and he believed 
that the premises would be handed over free, 
provided that alternative accommodation is 
secured for the inmates. This was avail- 
able at the former female prison at Sunday's 
Well, only. portion of which is now being 
utilised as the local broadcasting station, and 
representation is to be made to the autho- 
rities regarding the matter. 

If this scheme is possible, added Canon 
O'Sullivan, it would remove the necessity for 
building either the children’s wards or the 
accommodation for nurses, . 

_ Canon O'Sullivan said that an erroneous 
impression had got abroad that their inten- 
tion was to build on the site of the historic 
Shandon’ gravevard. That was entirely 
wrong, and all that thev intended to do was 
to build on that unused part of the gravevard 
that had been granted te them in 1886. and 
on which they had already built. The per- 
mission of the Representative Church Body. 
which he believed would he forthcoming, was

INTENSITY OF POACHING. 
The Minister for Home Affairs (Sir Dawson

its present rate it is only a question of time,” 
he said, “until game will become practically 
non-existent in Northern Ireland.’ 

The intensity of poaching, he continued, 
was thought to be due in a large measure to 
the belief, which was a popular one under the 
old landlord system, that game rights he- 
longed to the wealthy and the _leisured 
classes alone. This had contributed largely 
to a very unsatisfactory condition of affairs. 
Very ‘much water had passed ‘neath the 
bridges since the first Game Act was passed. 
it was a well-known fact that in the old days 
name rights were vested only in a compara- 
tively few, but at the present time those 
tights belonged to very many thousands. 
This was due to a variety of circumstances, 
bat principaily to the operations of the 
various Land Purchase Acts. Under the old 
voluntary Purchase Acts game rights passed 
to the purchasing tenants. 

Proceeding, Sir Dawson Bates expressed 
appreciation of the valuable assistance ren- 
iered by a small committee from the Farmers’ 
Union, and added that, while they might 
desive to look with a certain amount of 
leniency on the individual who went out and 
iad an odd shot at game that did not belong 
so him, no one could have any patience with 
she individual who shot game out of season 
for the sake of profit to himself. The damage 
done by poachers was not by any means con- 
ned to the destruction of game, for he had 
ceceived from time to time numerous com- 
plaints from farmers concerning the damage 
done by poachers to fences and ditches, and 
requesting that steps be taken, to make it as 
difficult as possible to carry on their depre- 
dations. 

IRISH BIRDS AS SCOTCH. 

They read in the papers every 14th August 
that birds that were supposed to be shot 
early in the Highlands of Scotland were con- 
veved by aeroplane in order to supply the 
tables in some of the big restaurants in Lon- 
don, but they did not hear of the enormous 
number of birds that were shot in Northern 
Ireland days before the 12th and sent sar- 
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reptitiously over to be used on the night of 
the 12th August, and, therefore, unless some- 
thing was done to tighten up the game laws 
game would become extinct in Northern Ire- 
land. 

He need not dwell on what must be ob- 
vious to every honourable member, i.e., the 
value of game as a national asset. They had 
only to go to Scotland and see the number of 
visitors and the amount of employment that 
followed through the preservation of game, to 
realise that in no sense could game be re- 
garded as a matter of purely private interest. 

Dealing with the provisions of the bill, he 
said that under the Constabulary Act of 1836 
it was definitely provid that the Con- 
stabulary should not be used in any way 
whatever for the purpose of enforcing the 
game rights. It was doubtful why such a 
prohibition was inserted in the Act, and he 
thought that it was felt by the powers that 
were in those days that if such a power was 
not definitely taken away from the police it 
would be the subject of much abuse at the 
hands of the then owners of the game rights 
—the landlords of Ireland—who would seek 
to use their influence to utilise the police as 
gamekeepers. 

POWERS OF POLICE. 

It would be out of place now for this pro- 
hibition to continue in its entirety if they 
were to do anything to preserve game as a 
national asset in Northern Ireland, and, while 
they proposed to remove this limitation, they 
had inserted a proviso to ensure that they 
did not in any way intend to turn the police 
into gamekeepers, or to relieve those who 
had game rights of their own responsibility 
for protecting their rights. 

What they did propose to do was to give 
the police wider powers in the ordinary course 
of their duty to ensure that the game laws 
were enforced. For instance, if a con- 
stable saw an individual shooting out of 
season it would be his duty to enter those 
lands and take the necessary steps to see 
that the individual was dealt with by law. 
Policemen would also be empowered to see 
game licences. If the licence was not forth- 
coming, and if the individual did not give his 
name, the constable would have the power 
to arrest. Constables would also have 
power to search the bag, motor car, or gener- 
ally the premises in which the individual! 
might be. 

POSITION OF DEALERS. 

Dealers in game would be required to keep 
a register, which would be open to police 
inspection. Boxes and packets containing 
game must be labelled with the address of 
the consignor. All cases would be tried before 
a Resident Magistrate. In no way was this 
legislation for a limited class. They believed 
that much could be done to deveiop the 
breeding of game, and in providing shooting, 
which would encourage people to come and 
visit their shores. He believed that the bill 
was one that would benefit the community 
as a whole. 

Mr. George Henderson (Farmers) said that, 
as far as the bill went to conserve a valuable 
asset, the House would welcome it. He did 
not think that the game rights in low-lying 
districts were very valuable. The Minister 
should have told them the amountof exports of 
game, and the game sold in Northern Ireland 
at the present time. A remarkable thing about 
the bill was the almost unlimited power it 


placed in the hands of the police over 
personal property in Northern Ireland. 
Under this bill and the Fisheries Bill a 


dealer’s premises might never be clear of 
some official inspecting his books. The bill 
also restricted the wers of the ordinary 
magistrates, and if this was to continue, and 
they could not trust the ordinary magistrates, 


they should do as had been done in the Free 
State, and take the power irom them 
altogether. 


“ REFLECTION ' ON MAGISTRATES. 

Major Shillington (Unionist, Armagh) sup- 
ported the measure, and suggested that a 
fixed close season should be arranged for 
both snipe and woodcock. At present 
different dates were fixed in each county, and 
he suggested that the close season for these 
two ai of game should be the same as 
for grouse. The Game Preservation Society 
was in favour of an amendment of the bill 
upon those lines. 

Mr. Cooper (Unionist, Tyrone-Fermanagh) 
said that it would be better if the Govern- 
ment left the administration of the Act to 
the ordinary magistrates. He was also op- 
posed to the police becoming gamekeepers, 
and felt that it would be taken that the bill 
was in the interests of the middle classes. 

Mr. MacAllister (Nationalist, Antrim) said 
that nowhere was there more even-handed 
practice than in the ordinary Petty Sessions 
Court. He thought that it was the greatest 
reflection that could be cast on ordinary 
magistrates that they would not be allowed 
to administer gaming or licensing laws. 

Mr. McHugh (Tyrone-Fermanagh) said 
that, as far as he could see, the bill was 
intended to give the old landlords the power 
they had in regard to game in the past. 

Mr. R. S. Kyle (Labour) thought it was 
nothing short of a scandal that the State 
should be asked to protect the interests of 


landlords. If the landlords had _ shooting 
rights why did not they themselves 
iook after those’ rights? It resembled 
many of the things the State was 
doing in the name oí _ enterprise. 


If it was not class legislation, what was HH? 
It was not in the interest of the tenant farmer. 
Having got rid of the landlords, the tenants 
should get rid of their hangers-on. 


PREMIER'S REPLY. 

The Prime Minister (Viscount Crargavon) 
said that he wanted to get it out of the minds 
of some members of the House that the Bill 
was intended for any other purpose than to 
help game, which in Scotland, and also in 
eome parts of England, was a very big factor. 
He had figures which showed that in England 
and Scotland there were 20,000 gamekeepers, 
of whom 6,500 were head keepers. So far 
from the Bill being a means of depopulating 
the country, it was exactly the opposite. 
Since the passing of the Land Acts the great 
bulk of the farme would ultimately pass 
absolutely to the tenants themselves, and 
they would have in the vast majority of cases 
to have shooting rights over their own lands. 
He. therefore, visualised some ten, or even 
more, farmers clubbing. together in an 
endeavour to encourage and develop the 
partridge, and then letting their lands to 
sportsmen. Why should not such a thing be 
encouraged ? In Northern Ireland they had 
better grouse than there was in any part ol 
Scotland. He had been told this time and 
again. Then he was told that the pheasant- 
shooting in Ulster could not be equalled any- 
where. and when it came to partridge, there 
was every prospect of development given 

te protection. | 
8 we McMullan (Labour) said that if 
there were as many employed in Scotland in 
connection with game as the Prime Minieter 
said, there must be very little unemployment 
there. If shooting parties pursued game 
indiscriminately through tillage lands, farmers 
would be somewhat unwilling to sow their crops. 
The State would be better employed if it 
encouraged agriculture and enabled people 
to remain on the land.

On the motion for the adjournment, 

Mr. Cahir Healy (Nationalist, Tyrone- 
Fermanagh) inquired if the attention of 
the Prime Minister had been directed to the 
statements made outside the House within 
the past week by two Ministers, one by 
the Minister of Finance explaining the 
Government policy with regard to the De- 
rating Bill, and another by the Minister for 
Home Affairs regarding the Rent Restriction 
Act. Having waited patiently so. long, the 
public, one would have thought, could have 
waited a further few days until the opening 


of Parliament. The Prime Minis- 
ter set his colleagues a bad 
example when he went, to Derry 


when the House was sitting and announced 
the giving of a grant of a quarter of a 
million towards the rebuilding of Carlisle 
Bridge. Any sort of an opening seemed to be 
good enough for the House, while the im- 
portant matters were announced outside. No 
wonder the public had no respect for the 
House when the Prime Minister treated it 
with contempt. 
“ APPOINT A COMMISSIONER.” 

“HH you have so little respect for this 
Parliament [ suggest that you should put up 
the shutters altogether, and appoint a paid 


cause it would be a great relief from the 
point of view of taxation, and would add 
dignity to the whole proceedings,’’ declared 
Mr. Healy. 

The Prime Minister, replying, said that he 
did not think that there was any substance 
in the charge. The matters referred to already 
had been mentioned in the House, and were 
merely amplified and elucidated outside. He 
did not think that any discourtesy had been 
shown, as members were at liberty to amplify 
any information given inside. 

A “ BRIBE’ FOR DERRY. 

Mr. Joseph Devlin said that he was amazed 
at the speech of the Prime Minister, and to 
learn that important measures were being dis- 
closed outside the House. The action of the 
Government in this matter was an insult to 
Parliamentary power and authority. Thev 
met after a few months, and on the eve of 
their meeting two important questions were 
discussed by Ministers and explained to a 
partisan audience of their own supporters. 
All this should have been done in Parliament. 
He suggested that the gift of a quarter of a 
million to Derry was a bribe to the people of 
Derry to support the Government. 

The Prime Minister—It is a strong expres- 
sion to use the word “‘ bribe,’’ and, without 
going into any details with regard to it, I 
can assure the honourable member that he 
does not know the Derry people, either on 
one side or the other, if he thinks they can 
be bribed. 

Mr. Devlin—Why did you give it to them’ 

The Prime Minister—The Government con- 
sidered that the Carlisle Bridge was an Ulster 
bridge, and that it was unfair to ask a small 
community to pay for it when it was neces- 
sary for the whole of Ulster as well as the 
Derry people. 

Mr. Devlin maintained that it was a 
political bribe to maintain the position of the 
Government in the country. He had no 
objections to these things being done if they 
appeared in their true colours. 

A CAMARILLA. 

“You are a revolutionary Camarilla, and, 
having seized the power of government in 
Ulster, you ought to act in that capacity. 
Although it might appear a joke to some 
members of the Government, when mv friend 
Mr. Healy suggested Commissioners, I would 
be prepared to go before any impartial 
tribunal and justify it.” 


MR. DEVLIN DEFINES 

HIS POSITION. 

AN ORDINARY PARLIA- 
MENT. 


Referring to the reports which had 
appeared in the Press that he proposed to 
undertake the. position of leader of the 
Opposition, Mr. Devlin declared: ‘‘I propose 
to do nothing of the sort. I am, no doubt, 
the most prominent—I will not say the most 
effective—of my colleagues on these benches. 
In an ordinary Parliament it would be the 
legitimate right, and I think it would be the 
duty of a person in my position to assume 
that authority é and responsibility, but I 
cannot regard this as an ordinary Parliament. 
I came into the Parliament with the best 
of good-will four years ago, and one or two 
of my colleagues accompanied me. We were 
invited into this Parliament by the Prime 
Minister and many of his prominent col- 
leagues, who said that if we only came here 
and stated our grievances they would be 
listened to, and, if possible, they would be 
redressed. At the end of that period—lI 
frankly confess it as an indictment of 
myself as well as the Government—I have 
been so fruitless in results that the minority 
which I and my colleagues represent are in 
an infinitely worse position than when we 
came into the House a few years ago. 


POSITION WORSE THAN EVER. 

Since his other colleagues came into the 
House, he continued, the position was even 
worse. He wanted to declare that that power- 
ful Government, entrenched in a position of 
privilege and power now and for all time, 
could not allow them to exist or to have an 
opinion or thought, or speak. The Chief 
Whip, at a caucus meeting the other night, 
sneered at the organisation which the 
Nationalist Party had set up, as if they were 
to be enslaved and not allowed to open their 
mouths in the province in which they were 
born. 
Proceeding, Mr. Devlin quoted a speech by 
the Roman Catholic Bishop of Derry regard- 
ing the position of the minority in the Six 
Counties. That speech was not made by an 
irresponsible rhetorician, but by one, so far 
as he knew, who never spoke on a political 
platiorm. When he (Mr. Devlin) came into 
that House he did his best in regard 
to the economic hfe of the community, yet 
they were boycotted, assailed and denied all 
those things mentioned by the Bishop of 
Derry. They were told to come there and 
go on with that weary Parliamentary work 
without the slghtest thought or hope of 
ever being anything other than what they 
were—pariahs in their own community, 
denied the right to occupy any position in 
which honour, intellect, character and 
be allowed to manifest 
itself in public and civic hie. 


HATES SECTARIANISM. “f 
He would never take a responsible position 
there until they reorganised that system. His 
party represented 450,000 out of one and a 
quarter million of popujation. At present they 
might as well represent 140. Another reason 
was that the Prime Minister had stated that 
he wanted only two parties—he wanted 4 
Protestant Government and a Catholic Op- 
position. He (Mr. Devlin) declined to lead 
a Catholic Party in that House, because he 
hated sectarianism. He and those associated 
with him desired to werk harmoniously 
together, irrespective of religion, for the 
common good. The Prime Minister and his 
party wanted to be in power for all time, 
and to have purely Catholic and Protestant

parties. 
At a general election the Unionist crv 
would be: “ Will you return Devlin and his 


party and establish Rome in Northern Ireland, 
or will you. force us into a Dublin Parlia- 
ment ?”' 

He denied that it was the intention of the 
new Nationalist Party to drive Northern Ire- 
land into a Dublin Parliament, but they de- 
sired to create a better understanding between 
North and South. He would not be a party 
to the setting up of two parties in Northern 
Ireland, because such a thing would crush 
all independent opinion. The forces of sec- 
tarianism would be let loose and the Labour 
representation lost in the maelstrom of the 
controversies. If he had his way he would 
not be there for twenty-four hours, but, in 
politics as in marriage, he did not believe in 
divorce. 

APPOINTMENT OF SHERIFFS. 
Within the past few months high sheriffs 
who did not belong to the minority party 
had been appointed. 

The Prime Minister, intervening, said that 
the Government had nothing to do with that, 
Mr, Devlin—Who, then, appointed them’ 
Sir Dawson Bates, Minister for Home 
Affairs, said that the sheriffs were the 
nominees of the High Court judges. 

Mr. Devlin—But the High Court judges 
are appointed by the Government. 

At this stage the Speaker intervened. 

Mr. Devlin said that, so far as he and his 
colleagues were concerned, they would con- 
tinue where they were, and defend whatever 
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interests would be left to them. They would

MINISTRY’S EXPLANATION TO 
GUARDIANS. 

The Northern Ministry of Labour wrote the 
Belfast Guardians yesterday with reference 
to the complaint made at a previous meet- 
ing concerning a man who was not given 
a “green card” on the ground that he had not 
been genuinely seeking work, 

The letter, signed by the manager, Mr. 


G. R. M‘Connell, stated that there was no 
record in that pevcmangs (Corporation 
street) of any man having been returned as 


unsuitable from the relief scheme on the 
Malone road. Several men in excess of the 
mygimber required by the contractor had bee 
submitted to the Exchange, and as all had, 
therefore, not been engaged, it was probable 
that this fact led to some misunderstanding 
of the actual position. 

With reference to the suggestion that the 
man referred to should have been allowed to 
commence work owing to the fact that the 
contractor had been willing to engage him, 
it might be pointed out that the Ministry 
could not undertake to issue a “green card’”’ in 
such circumstances unless the workman con- 
cerned was next in priority on the relief 
work register. 

In regard to this man’s position in con- 
nection with unemployment insurance benefit, 
it might be stated that his claim had been 
disallowed by the insurance officer on the 
ground that he had not been genuinely seek- 


ing work. He had eis against, this de- 
cision, and his case had. therefore, been sub- 
mitted to a court of referees. The court. 


however, had upheld the insurance ofhcer's 
decision, and as the court was an indepen- 
dent tribunal, there was no power to inter- 
fere with its decision. [t had to be added, 
however, that the. disallowance imposed in 
that case would expire on the llth inst., and 
in the event of his still being unemployed, it 
would then be open to this man to make a 
fresh claim for unemployment insurance 
benefit. 

The Chairman (Mr. R. Clements Lyttle, 
J.P.) said that the Ministry were consistent 
in their inconsistencies. It appeared that 
a man who wanted to get work was not 
allowed to do so when offered it.

CO. LOUTH WOMAN'S CLAIM. 


An interesting case was heard at Dundalk 
Circuit Court, when Mrs. Anne Taaffe claimed 
£780 for the maintenance of Owen Rooney, 
her uncle. The defendant was Mary Kelledy, 
personal representative of the deceased man. 
Mr. Roe, barrister-at-law, stated that Owen 
Rooney had spent forty-seven years in 
America, and returned to Ireland in 1922. He 
then went to live with the plaintiff in a 
labourer’s cottage at Kilbride, some miles 
from Dundalk. During the time that he was 
with his niece he promised to leave the money 
he had to herself and her two infant children ; 
but one day while walking in Dundalk he 
dropped dead, without having made a will. 
During his lifetime the only money he had 
given the plaintiff was a gift of £500. After 
his death deposit receipts to the value of 
£1,750 had been found in a box in his room, 
and these were handed over to the defendant. 
The plaintiff's claim was for maintenance of 
the old man at the rate of £5 a week, but 
counsel admitted that the payment of £500 
would have to be taken off the amount to 
be awarded. 

On behalf of the defendant, it was urged 
that during the lifetime of Rooney he had 
paid a weekly sum for his board, and that the 
sum which he had given had more than paid 
for his maintenance. It was urged that he 
had made payments to the niece, and bought 
clothes for herself and her children. ‘the 
husband of the plaintiff was receiving a dis- 
ability pension, and, though this was all his 
means, he had been able to keep his family 
in great style during the stay ot the old re- 
turned American. 

Judge Devitt awarded the plaintiff £56.

The Tariff Commission yesterday opened 
the hearing of an application by the Paper 
and Paper Bag Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion of the Irish Free State for the imposi- 
tion of a Customs duty of an amount 
equal to 334 per cent. of the value of the 
article on importation into this country. 

The application was opposed by the 


Sir John Irwin stated that the tariff 
would mean the re-opening of the Irish 
mills now closed and full-time employment 
for 454 hands. It might cost the State 
£66,000, and 20 per cent. of the paper 
needed would have to be imported. _ 

For the opposition it was maintained 
that the evil effects of such a tariff would 
be eut of all proportion to any possible 
benefits.

MILLS.

STABILITY MIGHT COME IN 

FIVE YEARS. 

The applicants sought the imposition of a

(b) White and tinted cardboard, folding 
box boards, duplex and triplex board and 
ticket papers in sheets and reels, mannfac- 
tured into boxes and other containers, coated 
and uncoated, paper lined or otherwise, and 
printed or unprinted, but excluding straw- 
board and millbéard; and cardboard which 
forms part of any article, or cardboard, or 
any article made of cardboard, which at the 
time of importation is in use as wrapping or 
packing, or as a container of other goods. 
Mr. G. Brock (Messrs. Craig, Gardner and 
Co.), secretary, who appeared, with Sir John 
Irwin and Mr. R. H. Clapperton, for the 
Paper and Paper Bag Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciaion, submitted a statement which set out 


that the members of the Association were 
S. Irwin and Son, Newbrook ‘Paper Mills. 
Rathfarnham: H. and M. Woods and 


Fleming's Paper Mills, Ltd., 40 High street, 
Dublin; Drimnagh Paper Mills, Ltd., Inchr- 
core; Clondalkin Paper Mills, Swift Brook 
Paper Mills, Ltd., 42-44 Great Strand street, 
Dublin, and Saggart. 

The application was made on behalf of the 
first four firms named. 

The Swift Brook Paper Mills, while making 
no application for a duty as far as their 
production was concerned, supported the ap- 
plication made by the remaining members. 

Mr. J. J. McElligott, M.A. {Chairman of 
the Commission), presided, and the other 
members were Mr. Whelehan and Dr. Hinch- 
cliffe. 

In the course of his statement Mr. Brock 
said that there were no other paper manu- 
facturers in the Saorstat, but four firms who 
were not members of the Association made 
paper bags from imported paper. 


IDLE MILLS. 

The statement went on to relate that the 
Newbrook Mills were acquired in 1899 by Sir 
John Irwin and were closed down at the 
beginning of last February; the Drimnagh 
Mills were taken over in 1915 by Mr. 
Fleming and were run up to 1921, when they 
were closed, until they were reopened in 
November, 1924, by the present company : 
the Killeen Mills, which had been idle for 
some five years, were reopened in 1926 by 
Mr. B. J. Brennan. The Clondalkin Mills 
had recently been acquired by Mr. David. 
Frame; they had been closed since 1921, when 
the severe slump took place. Thus the re- 
cent history of the industry in the Free 
State had been anything but satisfactory, 
and it was impossible to submit proper 
accounting records. Audited and certified 
accounts were submitted by the Drimnagh 
and Killeen Mills, which they asked to be 
considered as private and confidential. 

It was claimed that the industry wa 

reasonably efficient for the production © 
wrapping paper and paper bags up to th” 
standards supplied by foreign manufacturer:. 
but its extent and relative importance woul: 
depend upon whether or not the Clondalkin 
Mills could be reopened. The 1927 produc- 
tion of the Newbrook, Drimnagh and Killeen 
mills combined was approximately 975 tons 
of wrapping paper and bags, but their total 
capacity, running continuously, was estimated 
at 3.500 tons per annum, as follows :-—New- 
brook, 1,000; Drimnagh, 1,250; Killeen, 
1,250. 
The capacity of the Clondalkin mills, run- 
ning continuously, was a further 35,500 tons. 
making in all 7,000 tons of wrapping paper 
and bags. In addition the Clondalkin mills. 
which were the only mills capable of making 
cardboard in the Saorstat, could, running 
continuously, produce 4,000 tons per annum 
of cardboards and folding box-board. Th2 
four mills, including Clondalkin, could pro- 
duce approximately 80 p.c. of the packing 
and wrapping papers, including paper for 
bags, required in the Saorstat, and the whole 
of the boxes and cartons and cardboard and 
pasteboard 


CAPITAL INVOLVED, 


The capitai represented in the premises 
and plant of the Newbrook, Drimnagh and 
Killeen mills was estimated at present-day 
value of £30,000. On the same basis the 
value of the Clondalkin mills as a going 
concern was not less than £150,000. The 
working capital necessary for the four mills 
would be approximately £90,000, making a 
total of £270,000. 

The value of the paper produced in 192? 
at selling prices was approximately £10,925. 
The total value of the goods which could be 
produced by all four mills running on full 
time was £199,250. 

The existing costs there showed that Clon- 
dalkin could not possibly compete with im- 
ported paper and boards without protection. 
The imposition of a duty would enable the 
other mills, which at present were not being 


worked on an economic basis, to increase 
their prices, and consequently the annual 
output values. In the absence of proper 


pare the cost of producing such goods in 
Saorstat Eireann with the cost in other 
countries, but it was claimed that the cost 
of production was certainly not lower than 
in England, where the cost of production was 
substantially in excess of the cost of pro- 
duction in Continental countries from which 
the competition came. Labour in the Saor- 
stat was efficient, and satisfactory conditions 


prevailed in the industry, except that at 
present the mills were running only part 
time.

BRITAIN. 

Evidence was then called. and Sir John 
Irwin and Mr. R. H. Clapperton were

Answering the Chairman, 

Sir John Irwin said that there was no 
doubt that the cheap thin papers coming 
from the Continent, particularly Holland, had 
a very detrimental effect on the brown-paper 
trade not only in the Free State, but in 
Great Britain. Since the tariff was imposed 
in England: and Northern Ireland the mills 
in those countries, which up to then had 
been running on short time, were now on 
full time. 

The Chairman—Do you claim that the 
production of heavy brown paper and pack- 
ing paper has increased in Great Britain 
since the tariff has been put on? 
Witness—Yes; the mills are now working 
full time, whereas formerly they worked 
short time. 

Have you any figures?’—No; we could not 
get them 

Answering further questions, Sir John said 
that they had studiously avoided suggesting 
a tariff on any paper which would in any

Continuing, he said that 5,000 persons were 
engaged in the industries which he repre- 
sented, the master printers, and allied bodies. 

With regard to the relative importance of 
the industry, the Master Printers believed 
that that particular part of the paper indus- 
try was relatively unimportant. It had not 
been suggested that any serious amount of 


capital was locked up in the paper-making 


industry in the Free State, but 1t was sug- 
gested that the indusry should be considered 
here as :t had been in England. The condi- 
tions in both countries were absolutely dJ- 
ferent. In England the industry was. highly 
organised and long-established, and capital 


te the extent of £5,000,000 had been in- 
vested in it. Here they had three mills, se 
out of date that any assistance short of 


scrapping all the plant and putting in new 
machinery would not put them on an 
ecunomic footing. 

It was very curious that no evidence was 
submitted as to the efficiency of these mills. 
The applicants were asking for a monopoly 
to supply 5,500 tons of paper of a particular 
kind, and it was not suggested that any 
attempt would be made capable of supplying 
the whole of the brown paper trade, ey 
had no evidence, except that given by Sir 
John Irwin, and the statement made by Mr. 
Brock as to the circumstances in which these 


mills were run and why they failed. All 
these details should have been given. 
NO NEED OF TARIFF. 
He submitted that there was no reason 


why these mulls, with proper management, 
Should not be able to compete with other 
mills. Their labour was cheaper, their raw 
material was on the spot, and the market at 
their doors. 

Mr. Whelehan pointed out that the Com- 
mission had been supplied with the trading 
accounts of the mills, but these were confi- 
dential documents. Mr. Maguire’s statement 
might convey a wrong impression in regard 
to the matter. 

Mr. Maguire said that he did not desire 
to do such a thing, but the details that 
should be presented to support the applica- “” 
tion had not been forthcoming. If the appli« 
cation were granted it would mean that a 
tax of £100,000 would be placed on the paper 
that would have to come into the country, 
because the mills would be able to supply 
only 80 per cent. of what the trade required. 
That tax would be placed on the master 
printers, who would have to bear it or put 
it on to the consumer. That was, they 
should pay a tax of £100,000 in order to 
employ 282 or 300, or even 400, additional 
men in the paper-making industry. Thev 
considered that an unjustifiable tax to impose 
simply to employ this small number. 

On the question of efficiency, he said that 
they would suggest certain reasons why these 
mills failed. High-grade paper had taken the 
place of common brown paper because taste 
for it had developed. 

A peculiar thing was. that the Saggart 
Paper Mills were not joined in this applica- 
tion. They employed 94 persons, and were 
making a higher-class paper.

Aerial Surveys. 


The aeroplane has become a handmaid 
of archeology, and its ability to detect the 
patterns of vanished buildings, the traces 
of ancient roads, has promoted some im- 
portant discoveries. At a lecture in 
london, on Monday, Dr. R. E. Mortimer 
Wheeler showed an air-photograph of an 
unexcavated Roman-British town, which 
reveals the whole street-plan and many oi 
the principal buildings. For the present 
the site of the discovery remains a secret. 
The same issue of The Times which re- 
ports this instance of the aeroplane’s 
value in antiquarian research reports also 
its service to the latest needs of the 
Empire's development. Mr. R. Bourne, 
of the Imperial Forestry Institute at 
Oxford, has published the result of his 
long studies in the science of aerial survey. 
Such a survey—the first on a really large 
scale—has been made of the- whole terri- 
tory of Northern Rhodesia. From its 
results Mr. Bourne is satisfied that, in due 
time, aerial survey of this territory will 
furnish a basis for the production of 
geological maps, will detect the symptoms 
of mineral deposits and the zones favour- 
able to agriculture, and will establish the 
influence of climate, soil and vegetation 
on the tsetse-fly’s dreaded activities. The 
airmen of the Rhodesian survey worked in 
unison with a ground party, which took its 
directions from the air and interpreted 
the photographs; and the aerial observers 
flew in parallel flights. After a road had 
been photographed from the air the 
ground party made a rapid survey of it, 
taking notes from a motor car which 
travelled at an average speed of seventeen 
miles an hour. The pioneer of this 
method probably was the late Mr. R. J.

’* The Pilgrim’s

msthetic soul with mingled 
amusement. Its dominating motive 
fear. It is “ one of those piously repul- 
sive books which in former generations 
were used by well-meaning, but foolish, 
adults to fill the minds of little children 
with hideous ideas of hell fire.” We 
gather, in fact, that Mr. Noyes dislikes 
Bunyan’s theology. His crime was that, 
having been a_ seventeenth century 
Puritan, uneducated, a man of powerful 
imagination and, in his youth at least, a 
prey to religious terrors, he wrote a book 
which reveals these facts fanquam tn 
speculo. For this crime---that in his 
réligious outlook Bunyan, like the Old 
Testament writers, Dante and Milton, 
was a man of his age—Mr. Noyes can 
find no excuse. .

NEW PRAYER-BOOK. 
ania 
LORD BIRKENHEAD’S REPLY 
TO HOME SECRETARY. 


The following comment on-the manifesto on 
the Prayer-book issued by the Home Secre- 
tary is made in a letter to The Times by 
Lord Birkenhead :— i 

My distinguished friend and colleague ‘ir 
William Joynson-Hicks has issued a pro- 
nouncement upon the attitude of the Bishops 
in the matter of the Prayer-book controversy. 
The issue is not, of course, one of party 
politics, and I, therefore, ask leave to make 
piain in your columns what seems to me to 
be the weakness involved in the attitude of 
which Sir William is the champion. 

You were good enough to print a letter of 
nine in the interval between the two decisions 
of the House of Commons while a /ocus poent- 
tentine still remained. In this letter 1 made 
certain observations of an elementary char- 
acter which seemed to me to have escaped, 
somewhat unaccountably, the attention of Sir 
William and hjs friends. 1 may summarise 
them as follows. I pointed out :— 

1. That, by universal admission, the old 
Prayer-book was in innumerable admitted re- 
spects unsuited to modern requirements. 

2. That the Church in constitutional As- 
sembly and the Bishops by overwhelming 
majorities recommended the Revised Prayer- 
book to Parliament. 

3. That if it were adopted they were 

pledged to enforce respect for its authority, 
and in doing so might*expect the support 
both of the Church and of the nation. 
4. That, having proclaimed urlit et orbi 
its reasonableness and its orthodoxy, they had 
completely disabled themselves from taking 
disciplinary proceedings against any incum- 
bent who used the Book already stamped 
with the seal of their spiritual approval. 

5. That the Bishops, confronted with: the 
dilemma indicated in the last paragraph. 
would certainly find themselves impelled, at 
the very least, by inaction, to connive at the 
use of the new Book. 

6. That the decision of the House of Com- 
mons as taken had little moral authority in 
such a «domestic and spiritual matter, inas- 
much as an actual majority of the English 
members voting agreed with the Bishops. :

8. That, apart from the higher mora! and 
religious issues thereby raised, such a contro- 
versy would be profoundly injurious to the 
fortunes of the Conservative Party, and 
must necessarily have a disruptive effect 
upon a high matter of traditional Conserva- 
tive policy. 

These warnings, though their force was 
evident to any reasonably educated school- 
hoy, were entirely ignored. Those who chose 
to ignore- them are now ‘‘pained”™ at 
the attitude taken up by the bishops. Verv 
likely they are. So were the bishops pained 
by their attitude. But what is it suggested 
that the bishops should do? 

Having pledged their collective orthodoxy, 
learning, and piety to the acceptability and 
Protestantism of the new Prayer-book, are 
they to bring disciplinary processes against 
those incumhents (and there will he manv) 
who took them at their werd? How are 
they, to meet the defence: “ But you vour- 
selves vouched for this Book; vou have made 
yourself counsel at once for the prosecution 
and for the defence.” There is no honest 
answer to such a plea. It is the principa. 
responsibility of those who voted against the 
Revised Book in the Heuse of Commons that 
they did so heedless alike of warning and 
of common-sense. 

I most earnestly trust that the folly from 
which the present mischief has sprung will 
not result in the disestablishment of the 
Church, But I am bound to make it perfectly

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Tuesday. 

The departure of the giant airship 
Graf Zeppelin for Lakehurst, New Jersey, 
which was fixed for an early hour 
to-morrow morning, has been postponed 
owing to. bad weather. 

Dr. Eckener, her constructor, and his 
assistants, have been pouring over weather 
charts and meteorological reports all day, 
and this afternoon finally decided that it 
would not be wise to risk the great 
adventure to-morrow, in view of storms 
over the Atlantic. 

The start for America has, therefore, 
been postponed, to the great disappoint- 
ment of the passengers, who are assembled 
here ready to enter the airship with the 
45lbs. of luggage allowed each of them. 

Mail-bags have already been stowed 
away in the airship, sufficient gas fuel 
has been taken on board for a flight of 
120 hours, and adequate supplies of. provi- 
sions to appease the hunger of passengers 
and crew. There will be 39 of the latter 
on the Zeppelin and probably 18 -pas- 
sengers. Among these will be the 
Prussian Minister of the Interior, Herr 
Grzesinski; representing the Reichsratt, 
and one woman, Lady Drummond Hay. 

There will also be American and 
German journalists, Commander Rosen- 
dahl, of the airship Los Angeles; the 
chief of the Spanish civilian air service, 
three representatives of the German 
Ministry of Transport, and three Ameri- 
can paying passengers, who have each put 
down £600 for the privilege of flying to 
their homes. 

The route which the airship will take 
during its flight will be decided by Dr. 
Eckener on the flight, and will depend 
upon the weather encountered. 

The expense of the Zeppelin’s journey 
to America will amount to about £10,000, 
which sum is fully covered by the money 


obtained from American and German 
newspapers and from the paying pas- 
sengers. 

Another source of revenue will come 


from some 50,000 letters, with four-mark 
stamps, which are being conveyed by the 
airship to America.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

The latest reports showed that the 
Atlantic depression affected both of the 
routes which might be chosen for the 
flight—the Northern route via Southern 
Ireland, and the Southern route via the 
Azores. In these circumstances the air- 
ship would not even be able to fly round 
the disturbed area and obtain the advan- 
tage of following winds on its outskirts. 

When the start will be made cannot yet 
be decided. As the final decision could 
not be reached until about six o'clock 
this evening, preparations were continued 
feverishly all day in order that every- 
thing might be ready if the weather con- 
ditions improved.

MR. HOMAN DISQUALIFIED. 
The disqualification of Mr. C. W. J. 


Homan as member of Parliament for 
Ashton-under-Lyne is officially announced 
in the following notice printed in last 
night’s London Gazette :— 

Pursuant to the directions of Section 33 
of the Bankruptey Act, 1883, I hereby 
give notice that on the lst day of October, 
1928, the High Court of Justice certified 
to me, under the said section, the bank- 
ruptcy of Cornelius William James 
Homan, Esquire, being a member serving 
in this present Parliament for the borough 
of Ashton-under-Lyne ; whereupon the said 
seat became vacant, and that, after the 
expiration of six days after the publica- 
tion of this notice in the London Gazette, 
I shall issue my warrant to the Clerk of 


the Crown to make out a new writ for 
electing another member for the said 
borough.

Mr. C. W. J. Homan, who is twenty- 
eight vears of age, carried on business as 
a financial adviser. He won the Ashton- 
under-Lyne seat in 1924, and was the 
second youngest member of the Parlia- 
ment. A few weeks ago he applied for 
the Chiltern Hundreds, which is the tradi- 
tional method of resigning a parliamentary 
seat, but the application has not been 
granted, and he is now disqualified under 
the provisions of the Bankruptcy Acts 
There are few precedents for the dis- 
qualification of a member of Parliament 
in such circumstances. The Bankruptcy 
Act of 1883. provides that a debtor who 
is adjudged bankrupt is incapable of being 
elected to, or of sitting or voting in, the 
House of Commons, or on any Committee 
of the House, until the adjudication is 
annulled, or until he obtains from the 
Court his discharge, with a certificate to 
the effect that his bankruptcy was caused 
by misfortune. 
In the case of a member of Parliament, 
if the disqualifications imposed by the 
Act are not removed within six months 
from the date of the Order, the Court is 
required to certify the bankruptcy to the 
Speaker of the House of Commons, where- 
upon the parliamentary seat of the 
member becomes vacant. This is what has 
happened in Mr. Homan’s case. An order 
for adjudication in bankruptcy was made 
on March 3ist last, and the statutory 
period of six months expired on October 
Ist, when the Court’s certificate was sent 


to the Speaker.

President Cosgrave and all the members 
of: the Free State Cabinet were busy yes- 
terday preparing for the ing of the 
Free State Parliament at 3 o’clock to-day. 

‘During the recess a new and more con- 
venient entrance to the public galleries 
has been built, and the construction of 
the new restaurant, lounge and cloakrooms 
has been well advanced. 

Most of the country deputies returned 
to Dublin last night, many of them 
making a call at their party headquarters, 
where the leaders were making their final 
arrangements for the comirig sittings. 

The programme for the weeks imme- 
diately ahead is an unusually heavy one, 
and gives promise of many lively debates. 

The Censorship of Publications Bill, 
which was introduced immediately before 
the summer adjournment, awaits second 
réading. The debate on this measure 
is not likely to be protracted, but 
it is certain to be extremely interest- 
ing, and the interest is heightened by 
some uncertainty as to the reception’ which 
will be accorded the measure by the 
Senate. : 

Seven of the Constitution Amending 
Bills remain for discussion, only three 
having received. finalreading-before the 
recess. Three have reached the Committee 
stage—Constitution (Amendment No. 7) 
Bill, which reduces a Senator’s term of 
office from twelve to nine years; Constitu- 
tion (Amendment No. 8) Bill, which 
changes the age of eligibility of candi- 
dates for election from 35 to 30 years ; and 
Constitution (Amendment No. 9) Bill, 
which provides for the regulation by law 
of a panel of candidates for election to 
the Senate. 


URGENT MEASURES. 

These are the most urgent because the 
next triennial election to the Second 
Chamber is due to take place towards the 
end of next month. Immediately after 
they have passed the House will be re- 
quired to pass the Senate Electoral Bill, 
which prescribes the manner in which the 
panel of candidates must be formed. The 
last-mentioned bill, which is consequential 
on Constitution (Amendment No. 9) Bill, 
has also reached Committee stage. 

Consideration of the Estimates must be 
resumed, and in addition there is the 
(Committee stage of the Cork City Manage- 
ment Bill, the Committee stage of the 
Teachers’ Superannuation Bill, the second 
staves of the Children’s Bill (from the 
Senate), and the Industrial and Com- 
mercial Property Amendment Bill, and a 
number of very controversial motions by 
private members. 


PRIVATE MEMBERS’ BILLS. 

Of the private members’ bills the one 
which is likely to give rise to the keenest 
discussion is that by Mr. de Valera, pro- 
posing: “That the land annuities now 
being paid into the ‘Purchase Annuities 
Fund’ for transmission to Great Britain 
should henceforth be paid into the Central 
Fund, and that the Executive Council 
should immediately take appropriate steps 
to that end.” 3 

Dr. Ryan, one of Mr. de Valera’s front- 
bench colleagues, has tabled a motion 
censuring the Government “' for its failure 
to take effective steps to deal with the 
depression in agricu!ture and the serious 
economic situation arising therefrom ”’ : 
and yet another tariff debate is promised 
on a motion standing in the joint names 
of Messrs. Lemass and de Valera demand- 
ing a tariff on all imported flour, except 
flour admitted under special licence for 
biscuit manufacture.” 

Among the motions standing in the 
names of members of the Labour Party 
is one by Mr. T. Murphy (West Cork). 
urging the provision of pensions and allow- 
ances for widows and orphans under a 
scheme of insurance. 


NEW MEASURES COMING. 

Tt is likely that. before the Christmas 
adjournment three or four new measures 
will be introduced. These will include a 
Game Protection Bill, a Greater Dublin 
Bill, a Housing Bill, and a bill to provide 
for the introduction and control of the 
Totalisator on Free State racecourses. No 
doubt, Mr. Cosgrave, at an early stage in 
to-day's proceedings will outline the order 
in which he proposes to take the various 
items already listed on tha agenda and 
which have been enumerated above. 

For to-day’s meeting of the Senate the 
only business is consideration of the Com- 
mittee stage of the Forestry Bill, and of a 
motion by Dr. Gogarty pressing for the 
development, of Galway Port.

SEARCHLIGHT. 


REUTER’S CORRESPONDENT. 
PRAGUE, Tuesday. 

A new five-storey building, which had 
been nearly completed in the centre of the 
town, near the Denis Railway Station, 
collapsed this afternoon. Eighty-seven 
men were at work on the building, and 
sixty were buried in the ruins. It is also 
reported that two women and two children 
and two horse-drawn vehicles have been 
found among the débris. 

Sappers, firemen and military detach- 
ments so far have removed sixteen dead 
bodies. 

The building, which was built of rein- 
forced concrete, belonged to M. Joseph 
Jakesch, a wholesale provision dealer. The 
builders attribute the collapse to the in- 
ferior quality of the cement, which did not 
set in the guaranteed time. 

The work of clearing the débris will be 
continued all through the night by the aid 
of searchlights.

PINNED UNDER OVER-

THE PRESIDENTIAL 
CAMPAIGN, 


MR. HOOVER’S POSITION 


From ‘‘ Tre Timts’’ COREESPONDENT, 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

The electoral campaign in the United States 
is entering upon its closing phase, and still 
the prediction which any competent and im- 
partial observer would be forced to make is 
that Mr. Herbert Hoover will be elected by 
a comfortable, and perhaps a huge, majority. 
When allowance is made for the fact that 
Governor Smith still has a chance to turn the 
tide, and for an admission that the day of 
political miracles is never over, the prob- 
ability that, Mr. Hoover will be the next 
President remains as great as ever. Curiously 
enough, however, Mr. Hoover seems to be 
losing stature as the days pass, while his 
opponent gains in popular esteem. 

The number of men and women who look 
at the Republican candidate with eyes of dis- 
illusionment is growing, and this would be 
important if they were not of that slender 
intellectual minority whose political power is 
almost non-existent. Some of them have 
allowed Mr. Hoover to know of their dis- 
quiet, of their fear that an opportunity 
for leadership is being squandered in plati- 
tude and pusillanimity, and they have to be 
content with an adjuration to be patient, and 
to expect better things when victory is won. 
Yet it is pathetically true that the forces of 
bigotry, selfishness and reaction in the Re- 
publican Party can only be controlled by Mr. 
| Hoover if he fights them now. ‘They are 
electing him. They know it, and they will 
demand their price. If he were chosen in 
spite of them, he could fight them, but ag it 
is, the people of Lilliput are drawing innu- 
merable slender threads about this Gulliver, 
who may awaken to find himself a prisoner. 

Mr. Hoover's advisers, certainly, and Mr. 
Hoover himself possibly, are afraid of nothing 
so much as of Governor Smith’s uncanny 
ability in debate. There are the horrible 
examples of Ogden Mills and young Teddy 
Roosevelt to point to, and the Republican 
campaign is being conducted, so far as the 
candidate himself is concerned, as though his 
Democratic opponent did not exist, and as 
though the arguments upon public questions 
which he advances were not worth a reply.

IN ROME. 


PRINCE’S LATEST 
STATEMENT. 


From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Tuesday. 

The quarrel between Prince Potenziani, 
the ex-Governor of Kome, and Prince 
Lancellotti, who fought a duel with 
rapiers recently, has been-further compli- 
cated owing to Cardinal Gasparri, the 
Papal Secretary, having been dragged into 
it. 


It is reported that Prince Lancellotti 
declared that the accusation about 
‘‘ grafting *’ under the Governorship of 
Prince Potenziani, which was the cause 
of the quarrel, originally came from 
Cardinal Gasparri. The latter called 
upon Prince. Lancellotti, who then 
admitted that he had not seen the 
Cardinal for twelve years. 

Prince Lancellotti has now written out 
a statement, declaring that he only 
repeated a story which was told him about 
the accusation alleged to have been made 
by Cardinal Gasparri. 

The Marquis Sambuy, with whom Prince 
Lancellotti first fought a duel over the 
accusations brought against Prince 
Potenziani, positively affirms that Prince 
Lancellotti gave Cardinal Gasparri as the 
source of his information. In the cir- 
cumstances, Prince Potenziani considers 
that the duel he fought was not sufficient 
to protect his honour, and he is now con- 
templating further action to demonstrate 
the groundlessness of the accusations 
brought against him.

SIMPLIFLED GEAR- 
CHANGING, 


ns 


(By EDWIN CAMPBELL.) 


The considerable publicity that has been 
given to several of the more notable 
noveltiés that are exhibited at the Olympia 
Show, which opens to-morrow morning, 
might lead one to conclude that they 
constitute the major portion of the advance 
towards perfection, which each recurrent 
exhibition divides into short stages. That, 
however, would be an error. They are 
interesting without doubt, are definite 
steps forward, each in its way; but the 
real advance in development is evidenced 
in a hundred and one ways, most of which 
are useless for stunts or booms, and will 
only be evident to those familiar with the 
details of the construction they effect. 

That is why Olympia becomes the Mecca 


of the motoring enthusiast when the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers and 


Traders holds its annual Show, and it is 
why those who are concerned in the better- 
ment of the motor car do not desire to see 
the Show suspended or abandoned. Ex- 
hibitions of this kind maintain a technical 
competition between motor-car producers, 
for which there is no real substitute, and 
prevent a degree of stagnation in design 
which might temporarily be profitable to 
the manufacturer, but in the end would 
react more or less disastrously. 

Who can doubt, for instance, that if the 
public gives tangible evidence of its 
appreciation for the simplification of gear 
operation, or control, or for the eight- 
cylinder engine, or the new miniature cars 
that are on view, the attention of 
every motor-car maker will be turned to 
those devices with beneficial results? And 
who will say that if there were no Olympia 
Show the same practical effects would 
accrue if there were no such public ex- 
position of them? 


NEW SIX AND EIGHT-CYLINDERS,. 

Last year the concrete example of this 
process was the moderate-powered  six- 
cylinder car. That effect has continued, 
and this time we have another batch to 
discuss, each with some special claim of 
its own; but what some experts consider 
to be more important is the spate of 
“straight eight ” cylinder models that are 
shown. They hold that the eight will dis- 
place the six; but that will not occur 
until eights cost little or no more than 
sixes. . 

In the latter probably the most interest- 
ing is the Armstrong-Siddeley 12 h.p., 
offered at £250, as an open tourer. . This 
is at the same time the smallest powered 
and lowest priced six on the British 
market, and is sure to appeal to the class 
that has no use for a large car, but want 
the refinement of a six-cylinder engine at a 
four-cylinder price. The new Riley 
14 h-p., the Humber 16-50 h.p., the new 
315 h.p. Standard six—which displaces the 
one introduced two years ago—and another 
Wolseley six are the British contingent. 
A new Citroen six is the only foreigner | 
can indicate in this class. 

The eights are a longer list, and, it must 
be conceded, also have the advantage in 
diversity of character. First comes the 
new straight eight Lanchester, which won 
the special prize for the most outstanding 
car competing at the recent Southport 
rally, and it is followed by a new sleeve- 
valved Arrol-Aster from Scotland, a Hill- 
man eight, declared to be the lowest price 
car of the type in Olympia, and the 
Wolseley eight that was spoken of last 
year, but not to be seen. 

In addition there are new eights on the 
Renault, De Dion, Amilcar, Bianci and 
Unic stands, and several Americans. The 
Hillman is a 20 horse-power, selling as an 
open model at £435, or about half the price 


of a similar car two years ago. 
NO NEW MINIATURE CARS. 


Despite the considerable discussion 
aroused by the advent of the Morris Minor 
a month or two back, there are no other 
new miniature cars, the list consisting, in 
addition, of the seven Austin, seven 


| Triumph, seven Jowett, and nine Clyno, 


foreign manufacturers apparently de- 
clining to challenge, although the Austin 
seven is being made under licence in 
France and Germany, and is marketed 
under other names. 

Those who want to be real nuisances on 
the road are given the opportunity by the 
offer of a super-charged seven Austin. As 
that little article can amble along at 55 
miles per hour without forced induction, 
one wonders what it will do when super- 
charged, and why the device was adopted. 
The other super-charged cars on view 
include the Lea-Francis, Amilcar, Alvis, 
Salmson, Alfa, Romeo, and the Mercedes- 
Benz—practically the same brigade as 
made history in the R.A.C. Tourist Trophy 
Race in Northern Treland the other day. 
I think it will be agreed that those three 
sections furnish visitors with much to 
interest and, one hopes, to instruct, them. 


SIMPLIFIED CONTROL. 


Coming to the more particular items of 
technical importance, there is the Alvis 
front drive car, the only one in the Show ; 
but. unless I am mistaken, it will have a 
number of companions in the 1929 Show, 
for it is a thoroughly practical innovation, 
with sufficient inherent advantages to 
induce adoption or imitation. 


Then. of course, there are the various 
devices for the simplification of  gear- 
changing. The Robertson automatic fric- 


tion gear is not on view inside Olympia, 
but. T understand, is to be found in some 
premises contiguous to it. The Armstronz- 
Siddeley four-speed semi-automatic ep!- 
evclic-geared models undoubtedly will be 
one of the chief attractions of the Show, 
but I am disposed to suggest that. if the 
cear boxes are exposed to enable the 
public to. see how they work, the com- 
plicated character of the device will leave 
investigators about as wise as before. It 
will be quite sufficient to demonstrate 
how it answers to the driver's control. , 
Then there are quite a namber of cars 
fitted with the Humfrev-Sandberz’ free- 
wheel gear clutch. and also the TLevaud 
gear, which, like the Armstrong-Siddelew 
device. admits of. “ coasting’’ downhill. 
At the moment it is probable that: the 
additional price charged for any of these 


aids to gear control will damp public 
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ardour for them: but they are likely to 
come down in price, and in a few years’ 
time the present form of gear-box contro] 
will have passed out. 5 

_ Another device that is in its infancy is 
individual spring suspension for each road 
wheel. I think that the front drive Alvis 
is the sole exemplar, but here again it 
will have disciples in 1929. Among the 
many minor improvements that are illus- 
trated on most stands are :—Lower 
geared steering, due to the greater stresses 
imposed by heavier road wheels and larger 
tyres ; flexible engine suspension, in order 
to minimise resonance when covered 
bodies are fitted, as well as to prevent 
frame flexions from stressing the engine 
easing; “ one-shot’’ lubrication—not an 
ideal, with a very great advance on the 
ordinary grease or oil-gun chassis service ; 
improved four-wheel brake adjustment, 
and the universal adoption of shock 
absorbers. 

A somewhat pungent commentary on 
the-force of example is to be seen in the 
virtual disappearance of the disc wheel. 
A few years back it was the only wear, 
and even those firms that were loth to 
change ‘were constrained to meet the 
public. taste by fitting celluloid discs on 
the ordifiary steel artillery and wire 
wheels. Now there are not a dozen 
makers fitting it. Instead there is a 
reaction in favour of wire spokes, and in 
this direction the Rudge-Whitworth 
people have brought out an extremely 
interesting and novel form of detachable 
Wire wheel, which, by saving a consider- 
able proportion of weight, constitutes a 
distinct advance in wheel design. 

A number of a of the sports type 
will be found fitted with cooling arrange- 
ments for the oil sump, a very important 
matter when racing speeds in hot weather 
are aimed at, but) not of any considerable 
moment to the average British motorist. 

BODY MODES AND FASHIONS. 

In outward appearance somewhat taller 
radiators are the fashion, thus lessening 
the tapering effect m the bonnet and 
cowl, and incidentally giving more room 
for engine inspection on smal] cars, as 
well as providing a larger water-cooling 
surface. 

Cellulose finish has established an 
advantage over the fabric-covered body, 
singularly enough, more pronounced in 
cheap than in expensive cars. An inte- 
resting novelty is a cellulosed surface 
fabric intended to simulate a genuine 
cellulose finish; but it requires too much 
fitting, I am afraid, to be practical— 
otherwise every slight wrinkle and pucker 
obtrudes objectionably. 

Finally, there will be found a wealth of 
improvement in covered body design and 
equipment. I cannot say that I am 
enamoured of the “ valanceless ’’ type of 
body, but it has its uses. The four-seater 
coupé, however, attracts me as a practical 
compromise, preferable in some ways to 
the so-called sunshine saloon which, how- 
ever, is one of the features of the show, 
and will be found on most stands in some 
form or other—a tribute to a happy name 
rather than its practical justification.

THE RAILWAYS. 


SEVERE COMPETITION. 
ERD ete 
POSITION ON COUNTY

The serious effect of ‘bus competition 
on railway receipts.was shown yesterday 
at a meeting of the Irish Railway Wages 
Board at 24 Upper Merrion street, 
Dublin, when an application was made by 
the Belfast and County Down Railway 
Company for a continuance of the reduc- 
tion of ten per cent. in the salaries and 
wages of the staff which had been granted 
to the company for the period November 
1, 1927, to October 31, 1928, owing to the 
unsatisfactory position of the railway. 

The Court, over which Mr. Justice 
Wylie presided, deferred the consideration 
of the application to a date not earlier 
than March 1 next or later than March 
23 next year. 


LAST HALF-YEAR 
— oo 
A LOSS OF £11,000. 


Mr. W. F. Minnis, general manager of the 
company, in support of the application, sub- 
mitted statements furnished at the last hear- 
ing, but completed up to the end of 1927. 
He also submitted a table giving the result 
of the working for the half-year ended 30th 
June this year, ~Dealing with 1927, Mr. 
Minnis said that, notwithstanding’ the 
strictest economy as regards expenditure, and 
the benefits derived from. the ten per cent. 
reduction in salaries and wages for November 
and December, they were obliged to take 
from the compensation account an amount of 
£1,639 to balance their accounts for the year, 
without making any provision for dividend in 
respeet of the Five per Cent. and Four per 
Cent. Preference stocks or on the Ordinary 
stock. During the first half of this vear— 
that is, up to 30th June, 1928—after provid- 
ing for Debenture interest, the accounts 
showed a loss of £11,253. In order to meet 
the road competifion it was necessary to 
make further reductions in certain ordinary 
passenger fares, season ticket rates and work- 
men’s fares as from Ist January of the pre- 
sent year. ‘Bus competition continued to be 
acute in County Down. Certain amalgama- 
tion of companies had taken place, and ser- 
vices were os maintained on all routes. 
In addition, a rate war was in progress in 
certain districts between rival 'bus companies 
which was prejudicial to railway interests. 


PRESENT YEAR'S RECEIPTS. 

The receipts for the present year, from Ist 
January up to and including week ended 28th 
September, for passengers showed an increase 
of £2,215 as compared with the corresponding 
period of last year, but in order to earn this 
small increase they carried 323,800 additional 

assengers. The average fare per passenger 
br the year 1927 “was 6.93d., while for this 
vear, up to the 28th September, the cor- 
responding figure was 6.55d. During this 
year they had to increase their train service 
in order to compete with road conveyances, 
with the result that passenger mileage for 
the eight months ended August, 1928, showed 
an increase of 27,117 miles as compared with 
the same period of last year. 

Unfortunately, goods, mineral and live 
stock traffic receipts for the year up to date 
show a falling off of £1,472, due largely to 
continued intensive road competition, and in 
order to meet this ever-increasing form of 
competition it has been necessary to make 
many reductions in goods rates. During the 
current year maintenance charges would be 
heavier, as they had been obliged to spend 
£3,000 for two new engine boilers and 
tanks to provide sufficient engine power 
for summer traffic. In the early part of 
the year about one hundred wagons out 
of a total stock of 675 were set aside for 
renewal and repair, the majority of which 
were open wagons used generally for convey- 
ance of heavy traffic. About fifteen to twenty 
of these vehicles would be rebuilt this year, 
the additional expenditure amounting to 
about £2,000. Similar maintenance charges 
will also have to be provided for in future 
years, 


THE 


A CERTAIN LOSS. 

It was difficult at this period to give an 
accurate estimate of the final result of this 
year's working, as the traffic receipts would 
continue to be affected during the remaining 
three months of this year by the reduced 
season ticket rates. They had also to com- 
pare against fairly heavy potato traffic which 
passed during the corresponding period of 
1927, due to exceptionaliy heavy demand from 
English districts. It seemed perfectly clear, 
however, that, notwithstanding the relief in 
salaries and wages, the year’s working will 
show a loss after paying the standing charges. 
Iu might be pointed out that, their five per 
cent. Preference Stock being cumulative, 
there was a contingent liability in regard to 
unpaid dividends on this stock for the years 
1926 and 1927. 

Every effort had been made to increase 
their passenger receipts by providing a good 
service and by running special afternoon trips 
to seaside resorts throughout the entire 
season, which trips were very successtul. At 
the same time, the expenditure side of the 
account had been most carefully safeguarded, 
and only necessary expenditure had been 
undertaken. 


POSITION MORE FAVOURABLE, 

In reply to Mr. Squance (advocate for the 
Associated Society of Locomotive Engineers 
and Firemen), who asked if it was the inten- 
tion of that company to associate itself with 
the other Irish railway companies for an all- 
round decrease in salaries and wages,

Mr. Minnis—That is so. As I have pointed 

out, we hope to finish the year with a small 
lofs—somewhere in the nature of £500. 
Mr. Cramp asked the Board to defer con- 
sideration of the application until the whole 
oo for 1928 could be presenied. They 
had only presented to them gross receipts 
up to the present time. This might commend 
itself to Mr. Minnis because it would mean 
a cgntinuance of present conditions until the 
end of the year. The associated Irish rail- 
ways had met them in London when they 
discussed a proposal for a reduction of Irish 
railway workers’ wages. They assumed at 
the time that. the proposals covered the 
Belfast and County Down Railway, and he 
did not want to risk the possibility of a 
double blow—a reduction by the Wages’ 
Board and a reduction later, if one were 
agreed to, as a result of the proposal made 
by the associated Irish railways. 

The Court, after consideration, adjourned 
the application to a date not earlier than 
the Ist, or later than the 23rd March next. 

Mr. Justice Wylie, in announcing the 
decision, said that the Court admired the 
able and candid way in which Mr. Minnis had 
presented his case. 


AN APPLICATION REFUSED. 

The Court then considered an application 
by the National Union of Railwaymen for 
payment for meal hoers in connection with 
the Signal and Telegraph Department, L.M.

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KEEN BIDDING FOR HEIRLOOM 
PICTURES. 

The openi 
late Major « Ducarel Gun 
Cuninghame, D.L., took ph yesterday at 
the mansion‘ house; Mountkennedy, Co. 
Wicklow. Messrs. * James: Adam see Sons 
of Merrion=row, ‘and 19 Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin, conducted’ the sale, and there was a 
very large -Attendance, ‘not alone of county 
people and Dublin: dealers, but also of cross- 
Channel buyers. This was not ising, 
in view of the known value of the effects. to 
be sold, including, as they did, valuable heir- 
loom pictures by, or attributed to, lice 
Kauffman, Sir Peter Lely, Sir fre 
Kneller, alles Ramsay, and others, as well 
as a rate collection of antique furniture. 

The pictures, especially the heirlooms, were 
of rare historical value, and probably formed 
one Of the finest Jacobean colléctions in a’ 
In -them one read the 
history of the Cuninghame family’s whole- 
souled allegiance to the Stuart cause. An 
old Scottish clan who had fought at Bannock- 
burn, they sided with Charles I., and later 
shared the fortunes of his sons—Charles. II. 
and James—and the two Pretenders. The motto 
of the family, “ Vincit Amor Patri,” 
proudly proclaims.their loyalty, and. the opest 
of the clan—fork over fork—is itself founded 
on an incident when they used forks to throw 
hay over Bonnie Prince Charlie. to .conceal 
him from his pursuers. Portraits of the 
five Stuarts formed a treasured family heir- 
loom, and all now came under the hammer. 
They had been brought to Ireland by General 
Robert Cuninghame, who. was Commander-in- 
Chief of this country under George the Third, 
and was later created Baron Rossmore. Pre 
sumably there were brought to the country 
at the same time other treasured paintings, 
including portraits of the Duchess: of Rich- 
mond and Queen Mary (wife of William the 
Third) by Lely; William the Third, and the 
Duke of Marlborough, attributed to Sir 
Godfrey Kneller; General Fairfax, and Crom- 
well, First Earl of Essex. 

The most interesting picture in the collec 
tion, however, was Angelica Kauffman s 
three-quarter length portrait of General 
James Cuninghame, in military ‘uniform. 
Brother of Lord Rossmore, he was the head 
of the collateral line of Gun Cuninghame, of 
Mountkennedy. He was Governor of the 
Barbadoes in 1780, and escorted Queen Char- 
iotte as a bride to England. As a mark of 
recognition of his services in this respect he 
received from King George the Third full 
length portraits of the Sovereign and Quee» 
Charlotte, which the King had painted spe- 
cially by Allan Ramsay, Paiater-in-Ordinary 
to His Majesty. This pair of portraits were 
also offered for sale, as well as portraits of 
the First and Second Georges, that of George 
the Second being a full length portrait ino | 
robes by Gainsborough, but unfinished. 

In addition there were many other por- 
traits.of members of the Cuninghame family, 
including a very fine—though small—orl 
portrait of Colonel David Cuninghame, father 
of Lord Rossmore. 

The bidding was spirited, and prices were 
satisfactory. About a score of mixéd paint- 
ings, landscapes, and miniatures were first 
disposed of, the highest figure being £28 for 
a Dutch piece on oak panel, ‘Still Life,’ 
attributed to Pieter Clauz. 

THE PICTURES. 

There was a rustle of excitement as the 
Kauffman portrait of General James Cuning- 
hame was offered, and bidding was very 
hvely, every nod indicating an increase of 
£25. As the price advanced into the 
hundreds the competition narrowed down and 
eventually resolved itself into a duel, the 
painting eventually being sold to a London 
agent at £575. This was the highest price of 
the day. Lely’s portrait of Queen Mary, wife 
of William the Third, fetched £155. Kneller’s 
Duke ot Marlborough, £105; Lely’s Duchess 
of Richmond, £120. 

A full-length portrait of King Charles 
the First, in coronation robes, in the style 
of Van Dyck, brought £140. It was one of 
the many purchases by Lady Grattan 
Esmonde, wife of Senator Sir Thomas Grattan 
Esmonde. To her also went a portrait of 
Oliver Cromwell, attributed to William 
Dobson, whose work ranks high in the 
history of British art. -A half-length painting 
of James the Second, in armour, also was 
secured by Lady Esmonde, as well as a 
portrait of Charles the Second, attributed tuo 
Lely; a half-length portrait of Charles, the 
Old Pretender, in red jacket and cuirass; 4 
seventeenth ccntury portrait of Maurice 
Prince of Orange; a sixteenth century paint- 
ing of Cromwell, Earl of Essex, attributed 
to Holbein; the unfinished Gainsborough of 
George the Second, and the Ramsay pair, 
George the Third and Queen Charlotte. 

In the ‘course of a conversation with 
an Trish ~ Times _ representative Lady: 
Grattan Esmonde said that she shared the 
feeling held by her husband that these valu- 
able historical paintings should not be 
allowed to leave the country, and for that 
reason she and Sir Thomas Grattan Esmonde 
had bought them. 

There was some lively bidding for a col- 
lection of Bartolozzi engravings, prices rang- 
ing from £25 and down apiece. 


ANTIQUE FURNITURE, 

There were, as one would expect, some 
very fine pieces of antique furniture, china, 
silver and plated ware submitted, and here, 
too, the competition for possession was keen. 
Nine Louis Seize gilded fauteuils brought 
£80, an antique Amboyna wood swell front 
chest of two drawers fetched £60. A set of 
four Chippendale dining chairs was sold for 
£132, an inlaid mahogany sheraton . side 
table brought £60, while a set of ten maho- 
gany seats, with scroll shaped arms, and 
backs stamped with the family. crest, was 
secured by a well-known Dublin dealer for 

A very beautiful Chippendale mural 
table exeited -a lively contest; and- was 
knocked down for £220, while another duel 
was aroused over an antique ten-fold lacquer 
black and gold screen, ‘beautifully na won 
with Chinese pagodas, trees, birds, ete. It 
brought £180. An antique carved mirror, 
with small mirror corners and scroll flower, 
was bought for £75, and, with a pair of pier 
mirrors, with .marble-top consele tables and 
carved eaglé supports and ‘the Louis Seize 
set already mentioned, will ‘go to the Port- 
man Galleries, London. 

The china, silver and plated ware also 
brought in satisfactory prices, and at the 
sale of the books in the library the same 
high standard prevailed. Here the best 
price was £17 for a volume of Byron’s 
works, dated Paris, 1826, with autograph 
letter of Lord Byron.

COMPETITORS HONOURED 
> AT BANQUET. 

PRESIDENT. GUSGRAVE. 
ON ATHLETICS. 


. The Trish competitors* at the ninth 
Olympiadwere entértained at a banquet 
in the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, last night. 

. General Eoin O’Duffy, Chief Commis- 
sioner of the Civic Guards, presided, and 
the large.attendance included President 
Cosgrave,.Mr. Ernest Blythe (Minister for 
Finance), Mr, J. FitzGerald-Kenney 
(Minister . for Justice) Mr. M. R. 
Heffernan (Secretary, Department of Posts 
and. Telegraplis), and Mr, J. J, Walsh 
(Director, Tailteann Games). 

General O'Duffy proposed the toast, “ Ire- 
land in Sport.” At the outset he welcomed 
President Cosgrave, Mr. Blythe, and the other 
‘Ministers of the State who had _ honoured. 
them with their presence. Referring to the 
Olympic team, he ‘said that Dr. O'Callaghan 
had achieved sómething that would live for 
ever. He was the first ‘to raise Ireland’s flag 
at the Olympic Games.- Ireland had won be- 
fore, but not for Ireland. When Irishmen 
won before it was the Stars and Stripes or 
the Union Jack that went up, but in 1928 it 
was the tricolour. They hoped that Dr. 
O’Callaghan would hoist the flag of victory 
again and again. (Applause.) 

The display given by their boxers was re- 
markable: .For style they were unbeaten, and 
it was hard luck that. they did not win at 
least; two events» It was creditable, however, 
to get to the semi-finals, Similarly in the 
track events. Iréland contested every inch 
of the ground, and their swimmers acquitted 
themselves creditably. On the. whole, they 
could truthfully say that the team that re- 
presented Ireland gave a very good account of 
itself, and richly deserved congratulation. 

Neglect of athletics was a sure sign of 
national decay. All countries were now alive 
to the importance of preventing race-deteriora- 
tion and physical decadence, of keeping the 
youth away from modern temptation, and it 
was accepted that the only sure way to do 
that was by a proper appreciation by Govern- 
ments and citizens of the national importance 
of physical culture and athletic training. 

CO-OPERATION. ' 

In most progressive countries athletics were 
State-aided, and that particularly applied to 
the schools and colleges. It might be said 


that a little country like Ireland could not 


be compared with countries having the 
resources. of America’ or Britain. {Yet 
America had to recognise defeat by Finland. 
Ireland- was a small country, and her financial 
resources were limited; and he feared that 
they could not look for State aid on the same 
scale as was given -by other countries for 
some time yet. That, in his opinion, was a 
very strong argument in favour of the sug- 
gestion for the establishment of a Federation 
of Sport. He favoured the co-ordination of 
the energies, brains, and resources of the 
various sport-promoting bodies under one 
central organisation, with which all sports 
catered for by the International Olympic 
Council should be affiliated. 

He had no doubt that if Ireland had com- 
peted in the equestrian events at. the Olympic 
James she would have done better than 
most countfies; possibly she would have put 
up the flag again. The absence of Ireland, 
noted for the horse-breeding industry, was 
commented upon. Their horses were second 
to none, and their riders did not suffer by 
comparison with those of other nations. He 
would like to see that form of sport included 
in the suggested federation. 

f they were to mubilise the cream of their 
athletic manhood they should tap the country. 
Up to the present they had only skimmed a 
few of the cities. Attention should be 
directed to the schools and colleges. It was 
there that the raw material weuid be found 
out of which future champions could be 
moulded. He had no doubt that the Minister 
for Edacation could be relied on to make pro- 
vision, so far as funds permitted, for suitable 
sports grounds in future  school-building 
schemes. 

Dr. O’Callaghan, in responding, said that 
he thought that the position of Ireland in 
athletics and sports was rather low; but they 
should not be despundent. They had excellent 
material, and they should do everything pos- 
Sible te develop it. 

IMPORTANCE OF ATHLETICS. 

President Cosgrave proposed the toast of 
“The Irish Olympic Team.” He thanked 
the committee for crganising the function, 
which afforded them the opportunity of signi- 
fying appreciation of the efforts of the Irish 
competitors at Amsterdam. The importance 
of athletics in the development of a nation 
could not be over-emphasised. Athletic train- 


ing developed the physical fitness of the race: 


it made for grace of movement and it trained 
the muscle and the eye to steadiness and 
accuracy, In addition, it developed a spirit 
of manliness and of self-reliance. It built up 
a sense of honourable fair play and inspired 
a healthy rivalry, while it inculcated dignified 
behaviour in victory as well as in defeat. 
International competitions were useful not 
alone because they raised standards, but 
because they gave the home athlete an 
opportunity of learning from the methods of 
other countries. 

Referring to the Games of 1924—the first 
year in which Ireland’s flag appeared in the 
march past of the nations—Mr. Cosgrave said 
that the Irish competitors gave a good account 
of themselves notwithstanding the financial 
and other difficulties which rendered the pro- 
vision of modern scientific training almost 
impossible. . Although gallant efforts were 
made no Irish competitor succeeded in get- 
ting inside the first three in any event, and 
so Ireland did not succeed in having her flag 
hoisted. 

Similar gallant efforts were made at this 
year’s Games by the Irishmen and the Irish- 
woman, and this time their “great athlete, 
Dr. Patrick O’Callaghan, won the hammer- 
throwing competition, and thus not only 
sent up Ireland's flag, but sent it up on the 
main mast reserved for winners, and caused 
their National Anthem to be: played in the 
Stadium in the presence of representatives 
from all the. nations. (Applause.) 


INTERNATIONAL SIGNIFICANCE. 

An event such as this was of international 
significance. To appreciate its importance 
we had only to recall the effect of the 
wonderful performance of the famous runner 
Nurmi, in enhancing the international 
prestige of Finland, which, like Ireland, had 
a small population, not over-gifted with the 
world’s goods. 

The value of these international appear- 
ances to the people here, must, however, be 
largely dependent upon the extent with which 
they felt an intimate personal responsibility 
for and association with the preparation of 
teams for such events. To the teams, them- 
selves, to the athletes from amongst whom 
those teams were selected, this individual re- 
sponsibility was clearly apparent. To the 
general public it was not so manifest. The 
method of making it manifest was by en- 
couraging them to interest themselves in the 
different forms of sport, and to identify them- 
selves with the financial side of the problem. 
On the present occasion there was a fairly 
considerable State contribution to the ex- 
penses of the team. This was all very well 
in its way, and could, no doubt, be justified ; 
but in his view it would be preférable that 
the financing of these events should be re- 
garded as devolving upon the supporters of 
games in the country, and he Sond that 
sufficient public interest would be aroused be- 
tween now-and the date of the next Olympiad 
to ensure that financial considerations would 
in no way hamper their prospects of success. 

In conclusion, he congratulated the 
organisers of the lrish Olympic expedition, 
the sabscribers to the funds, the organisers of 
this banquet, and, last, but most important 
of all, the competitors who so honourably 
represented their -country,.and the one oí 
their number. who succeeded ‘in sending the 
Trish flag to the-mhain mast of the Olympic 
Stadium. (Applause.) ‘ 

DUBLIN’S ENCOURAGEMENT. 

Mr.. J. J. Keane, President, National 
Athletic and Cycling Association, responded. 

e said that úr should all co-operate and 
do what. they could to promote the welfare 
of sport.. Their country gnd their population 
were small, but good goods were found in 
small parcels. The presence of the Ministers 
of the Government, was a great encourage- 
ment, and it was very important to know 
that they had the support of their Ministers. 
He paid a high tribute to the encouragement 
which Dublin had given to the promotion of 
amateur sport in Ireland; and expressed the 
hope that in the future every possible 
support would be given to those who would 
cepresént Ireland at the Olympic Games. 
The toast was also responded to by Major 
O'Connor, captain of the swimming team ;

THE ATTAINMENT OF 
PEACE 
dips 
DISCUSSION AT ZION 


DEBATING SOCIETY. 


Lord Glenavy last night presided at the in- 
augural meeting of the Zion Literary and 
Debating Society in the Parochial Hall, 
Bushy Park road, Dublin, when the Anditor, 
Mr. W. Lambert Patterson, parrister, read a 
paper on ‘‘ The Attainment of Peace.” 

In the course of his paper, the Auditor 
stated that the cardinal difference between 
the history of Germany and that of England 
was, that whereas the latter was evolved by 
a succession of Acts of State, the history of 
modern Germany was hatched and fostered 
by the genius of one man. The ultimate 
effect of both, however, was the same, each 
using that vehicle of tradition—education— 
engendered in the national unit the spirit of 
strife. i 

Was there anything genuine behind the 
““Peace Pact' asked Mr. Patterson. Could 
nations which for centuries had been fed on 
the food of strife suddenly give birth to a 
mind which would eschew war—to feed on 
the bread of peace’ Personally, he thought 
it absurd and impossible. “I say it de- 
liberately,’’ he added, “ but. not wishing to 
be provocative, that this ‘ Peace Pact’ is a 
fraud and a delusion.”’ On their children 
would fall the consummation of the peace 
which they of to-day did not comprehend. 
Into those children’s minds must come, first 
of all, the meaning and glory of peace, the 
meaning and horror of war. How was this 
to be achieved’? Let education, the vehicle of 
tradition, be the agent. 

‘‘Remember,’’ he concluded, “peace rests 
with you and me, the units of a nation, and 
not with that invisible, yet binding, entity 
called the State.’’ 

FREE STATE’S POSITION. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson, Secretary of the [Irish 
Labour Party, moved :—‘‘ That the thanks 
of the Society be extended to the Auditor for 
his address.” He said that the universal 
cry of the peoples for peace to-day was mov- 
ing statesmen to find a means of maintaining 
it. The lecturer refrained from dealing 
with the position of the Free State 
in respect to war and ' peace ; 
but they were bound to pay attention to the 
country of which they were citizens. The 
Free State was bound by the Treaty with 
Great Britain to provide whatever facilities 
Great Britain might require to carry on a 
war. These obligations did not make for 
peace. He held that the Free State must 
take whatever steps were necessary to cancel 
these concessions of military and naval 
privileges to another State. 

Viewing the world as it was to-day, Mr. 
Johnson added, the only conceivable use to 
be made of Irish naval bases vy Britain was 
to attack the ships of France and the United 
States. War was conceivable between Britain 
and the United States—possibly over oil in- 
terests—and the Free State should not be an 
automatic participator in Great Britain’s 
wars. A peace policy for this country neces- 
sitated that her A should be neutrai, 
and this would intimate to the world that the 
Free State was at least sincere when it entered 
into the covenant to maintain the peace of 
the world. 

Mr. Bolton C. Waller, in seconding the 
proposal, said that as long as war was the 
expected thing it was bound to happen, and 
he looked on the present situation with a 
considerable degree of fear. The League of 
Nations was incomplete, bit it was more im- 
portant even than education to try to 
strengthen it so as to make it as effective as 
possible. The Kellogg Pact was a simple 
declaration on the part of the countries of 
the world that they would not go to war 
with one another. If the Pact was to suc- 
ceed, it depended upon whether it could get 
the good faith of the countries behind it. 

THE CHAIRMAN'’S VIEWS. 

The vote.of thanks having been passed, 

The Chairman thanked Mr. Johnson and 
Mr. Waller. Speaking of Mr. Johnson, he 
said that he had given up his life to the 
unselfish service of Labour in the Free State, 
and until very lately had been the active 
champion of the interests of Labour in the 
Dail. He hoped that the time was not 
far distant when Mr. Johnson would be 
able to continue that advocacy in the 
more serene atmosphere of the Senate. His 
Own opinion of this question of peace and 
disarmament was that they were not going to 
accomplish these things by the magic wand. 
or in a few years, or even in a generation ; 
but he did think that the League of Nations, 
the Peace Pact, and all those other move- 
ments which had been characteristic of recent 
years, were doing infinite good in directing 
the minds of men and women to this great 
subject of peace The League of Nations and 
the Peace Pact would be all to the good, so 
far as they would influence the fighting spirit 
in man and make it more difficult in the 
future to arouse it, although it might be im- 
possible to extinguish it. 

The question of disarmament was of course 
one of enormous difficulty. Tradition and 
education were both. very powerful factors. 
and, if a general widespread detestation of 
war became fashionable—if he might use that 
word—the effect on the world must: be great. 
and must ultimately produce that era of 
peace, union and contentment to which thev 
all earnestly looked forward. :

THE DECLINE IN TILLAGE. 

“lhe Future of Agviculture in Ireland” 
was the subject of a paper read by Mr. Dents 
Kelly at the inaugural meeting of the Pioneer 
Literary and Debating Society im St. Francis 
Xavier’s Hall, . Upper Sherrard street, 
Dublin, last night. 

Mr. Kelly gave an 
the present position of agriculture im Íreland. 
Thirteen per cent. of the arable land was 
under tillage, but in 1851 the amount was 
twenty-nine per cent. After pointing out 
some defects in the system of farriinig, Mr. 
Kelly expressed the view that much im- 
provemeut could be effected by the co-opera- 
tive organisations. The use of electricity on 
the land would be a big advantage. 

Mr. Hugo Flinn, T.D., proposing a vote 
of thanks to the auditor, said that, assuming 
that Irish produce realised the highest price 
in the international market, the farmers 
would only receive a sum which would barel) 
enable them to continue producing for those 
who owned this out-farm known the Free 
State. 

Senator Linehan. seconding,. said that the 
Minister for Agriculture had done much io 
the dairy industry, but he had entirely 
neglected tillage. In every part of Ireland 
there was a market for wheat, a product 
which could very well be grown in Ireland. 

The Rev. Father Flinn, the president of 
the society, said that the Irish people on 
subscribed £10,000 the capital of the 
Carlow sugar undertaking. The result was 
that a yreat portion of the profits went to 
the Belmians. 

Mr. James Comyn, barrister, who presided, 
said that it was an astonishing fact that 
£6,670,000 worth of flour was imported into 
this country. ‘That should make one think 
furiously, considering that all the flour re 
quired could be produced in the country. 
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LOSS OF THE COUNTY HALL. 
At a meeting of the Fermanagh Farminz 
Society, which was held ‘yesterday, the Hon 
Secretary (Mr. W. H. West, J.P.), referrin< 
to the approaching loss of the County Ha 
which is being handed over to the Norther) 
Government for the purpose of a new police 
barrack, said that at the time that this 
proposal was passed it was understood tha 
this was portiow of a larger transaction, and 
nu exception was taken. It now was under 
stood that there were two excellent sites for 
a police barrack within one hundred yards of 
the County Hall? which could be had on moie 
advantageous terms than their crounds,. a. 
which would serve the authorities as well as, 
if not much better than, the County Hall. The 
alternative sites were being offered to the 
Government for consideration. 

As to the futu the show could not 
properly held in the Castle Barracks yard. 
The County Hal! housed 1,200 exhibits this 
vear. or three-fourths of the entire show, and 
the loss of the hall would he irreparable t. 
the Societv. If they could not get the 
County Council and the Government to re 
consider the position, and allow the suciety 
to keep their show vard and the County Hal!!.

DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT. 
GAS METER EXPLODES. 


ACCIDENT IN MOUNTJOY 
PRISON. 


RE JUOGE SHANNON.) 
The tou and white Consumers’ Gas 


Company sued the Free State Mimister for 
Justice to recover £115 16s. as da 
alleged to have been sustamed by them by 
reason of the negligence of the defendant, 
his servants and workmen, in ig a 
lighted petrol cigarette or pipe ighter in 
contact with the gas outlet ot a 600-lught gas 
meter when the meter was disconnected on 
the premises of the defendant, whereby the 
meter exploded and was destroyed. Allter- 
natively, the plaintiffs clamed the amount 
mentioned as damages for alleged breach of 
contract and breach oí duty on the part of 
the defendant. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Messrs. 
D. and T. Fitzgerald) appeared for the plain- 
tiffs; and Mr. &. J. Kelly (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) for the defendant. 

It appeared from the evidence that on the 
5th October, 1927, some workmen in the em- 
ployment of the plaintiffs were engaged in 
Mountjoy Prison substituting a 400-light 
meter for a 600-light meter, which had been 
in the prison for some fifty-six years, when 
the accident occurred. The old meter had 
been disconnected and had been plugged at 
une end when a fitter named Hayes, in the 
employment of the General Prisons Board, 
ignited a pipe lighter in front of the recently 
disconnected pipe of the meter, with the 
result that an explosion occurred, the meter 
being considerably damaged and Hayes 
slightly injured. The damage done to the 
meter was stated to be the amount of the 
sum claimed by the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Kelly asked for a direction in favour 
of the defendant on the ground that the 
relation of master and servant did not exist 
in this case, and that damage to the meter 
was due to the independent wrongful act of 
Hayes, a third party, for which the Minister 
could not be held responsible. 

Mv. Kingsmill Moore contended that the 
Minister was a bailee of the meter for the 
plaintiffs, and that there was a contractual 
liability upon him to keep the meter safely 
for them. 

Judge Shannon granted the application for 
a direction in favour of the phe arene hold. 
ing that the plaintiffs’ action was substan- 
tially one of neghgence, and that they had 
failed to establish their claim as against the 
defendant. 


COLLISION BETWEEN 
"BUSES. 


COMPANIES’ COUNTER. 
ACTIONS, 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

The Contemptible “Bus Co., Ltd, and the 
Dublin United Tramways Co., Ltd., sued 
each other to recover damayes for injuries 
caused to their respective ‘buses as the result 
of a collision that occurred between them at 
Newcomen Bridge on the 13th of last 
January, 

The Contemptible “Bus Co., Ltd., claimed 
£41 damages for injuries to panels and other 
parts of their “bus, and the Dublin United 
Tramways Co., Lid., claimed £8 for injuries 
to their ‘bus. 


Mr. Casey (instructed by Mr. J. J. 
McDonald) appeared for the Contemptible 
Bus Co.; and Mr. J. J. Mooney (instructed 


by Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co.) for the 
Dublin United Tramways Co. 

Evidence having been given on ‘both sides, 
Mr. Mooney submitted that the collision 
was altogether due to the negligence of the 
driver of the Contemptible ‘bus. 

Mr. Casey asked the judge to hold that 
the driver of the Contemptible "bus had acted 
as he should have acted in the circumstances. 
Judge Shannon dismissed the action of the 
Contemptible Company and gave the 
United Tramways Company a decree for £8. 
with costs, being satisfied. he said, that 
the driver of the Tramways (Company 's "bus 
was not guilty of any negligence, and that 
the collision was due to the course adopted 
by the driver of the Contemptible Company's 
"bus.

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WINDOW BLOWN OUT BY 


STORM. 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Mrs. Anastasia Dempsey, of 27 Patrick's 
terrace, Inchicore, brought a civil bill against 
Nathan D. Lewin, builder and contractor, 
of ‘* Silverdale,’’ Inchicore road, Inchicore, 
claiming £50 for injuries received on January 
28. 1927, as the result, she alleged, of the 
failure of the defendant to put a hoarding in 
front of houses that he was building on the 
Inchicore road. 

The plaintiff, according to her own evi- 
dence, was going to her work ‘at Churchill 
House, where she was employed as a general 
servant at £1 a week, and at 10 o'clock in 
the morning, when she was passing the de- 
fendant’s houses, a window was blown out 
by the gale, and she was struck on the leg 
by the broken glass. She was taken in the 
ambulance to Dr. Stevens's Hospital, where 
her leg was stitched. It was three weeks after- 
wards before she could put her foot to the 
ground, and seven weeks from the date of 
the accident before she could do any work. 
She could not go back to work as a servant, 
because she could not go up and down the 
stairs. 


QUESTION OF A HOARDING. 
It was, submitted, on hehalf of the plain- 
tiff, that the defendant had been negligent 
in not providing a hoarding, as required by 
55 and 54 Vic., cap. 59, Section 34, Sub- 
section 1, Paragraph (a), and that both at 
common law aa on statutory principle the 
plamtiff was entitled to a decree. 
For the defendant, it was submitted that he 
that the accident was due to “act of 
(od. 
William Walsh, a senior inspector of dan- 
gerous buildings for the Dublin Corporation, 
was called on behalf of the defence, and 
said that on the night of January 27, 1927, 
and on the morning of January 28, there 
was a regular hurricane. He had expert- 
enced nothing like it since 1904. 
The defendant gave evidence, in the course 
of which he said that he had no hoarding m 
front of the houses, because a wall had been 


built there before he started to build. The 
houses were finished externally before the 
date of the accident. 
JUDGMENT. 
Judge Roche, at the conclusion of the 


hearing, said that a person who was engaged 
in building or repairing houses was bound to 
protect persons passing along the public 
street from accident, by erecting a hoarding 
or fence between the houses and the pubhe 
street, unless he obtained from the public 
authority a written consent to his not erect- 
ing a hoarding or fence. 

The defendant said that it was through no 
negligence on his part that this accident oc- 
curred: but that it was owing to an “ act of 
God,’’ through this extraordinary, unprece- 
dented storm. It seemed to him that the 
reason why this section was put in was to 
protect people from anything that might 
occur through an act of a workman or from 
such a thing as occurred in this particular 
case; and it appeared to him that the de- 


feundant had not discharged the burden of 
proof that was upon him, and that, in the 


circumstances, in this case the defendaut was 
hable.

CHARGE AGAINST DRIVER FAILS. 
(BEFORE MR, COLLINS.) 

Thomas Mullin, butcher, Summerhill, 
Dublin, who was under remand for the past 
couple of months, the charge against him 
being that, by his negligent driving of a 
motor car on July 19 last, he caused the 
death of Martin Connors and injured William 
Doolin, was again before the Court. 

The evidence was to the effect that Mr. 
Mullin swerved his car when driving on the 
Serpentine road in the Phenix Park in order 
to avoid a motor cyclist, who was approach- 
ing on the wrong side. The cyclist escaped, 
but owing to Mr. Mullin having put on his 
brakes too suddenly and the pace at which 
he was driving his car overturned upon the 
grass bank at the side of the road. Connors, 
who was a passenger, was fatally injured, and 
was dead when his body was brought to 
Steevens’s Hospital. William Doolin, who 
also was a passenger, was so seriously injured 
that he still remains a patient in the hospital. 
The Justice said that he did not believe 
any jury would convict the accused man of 
negligent or furious driving. There was no 
evidence of gross negligence. The only point 
in the evidence was that the defendant ad- 
mitted having applied the brakes too sad- 
denly, which caused the car to turn over. 
He did not think he would be justified in 
imposing the expense of a trial of the case on 
the public. There were a number of cases for 
trial, and this one would not be heard for a 
long time. He refused informations.
